Tus being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity as- 
sembled for Divine Service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Forty-second Street, in the City of 
New York, the place appointed by the Bishop for the purpose. 


The Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese delivered his 
Annual Address. [See Appendix A. | 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, who was 
assisted in the service and in the administration by the Rev. F. B. 
Van Kleeck, D.D., Archdeacon of Westchester ; the Rev. George 
D. Johnson, D.D., Archdeacon of Richmond; the Rev. C. C. 
Tiffany, D.D., Archdeacon of New York; the Rev. Thomas 
Burgess, D.D., Archdeacon of Dutchess ; and the Rev. Thomas R. 
Harris, D.D,, Secretary of the Convention. 


The Bishop took the chair, and called the Convention to order. 
Under the direction of the Bishop, the Secretary, the Rev. Thomas 
BR. Harris, D.D., called the roll of the clergy entitled to seats, when 
one hundred and sixty answered to their names and took their 
seats. * 


The Secretary then called the names of the Lay Delegates whose 
certificates had been received, when delegates from one hundred and 
thirty-four parishes appeared and took their seats.

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A constitutional quorum being present, the President declared 
the Convention organized for business. 

On motion, the reading of the rules of order was dispensed 
with, and the President announced the election of Secretary and 
Treasurer as next Jn order. 

The Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., was nominated as Secretary 
by the Rey. Stephen F. Holmes, and on motion the ballot was dis- 
pensed with, and Dr. Harris was elected unanimously. | 

On motion of the Rev. J. M. Chew, the ballot was dispensed with, 
and Mr. James Pott was elected Treasurer by a unanimous vote.

OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of New York: 


In compliance with the requirements of Title III., Canon 1, Section iii., of 
the Digest, I would hereby give particular notice that the following alteration 
of the Constitution of the Church is proposed, said alteration having been 

-adopted by the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies of the General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, held in the City of Baltimore, 
Maryland, in October, A.D. 1892, to wit : 

That to the 5th Article of the Constitution be added a clause in these 
words : 

The General Convention may accept a cession of a part of the Territorial 
Jurisdiction of a Diocese, when the Bishop and Convention of such Diocese 
shall propose such cession, and three-fourths of the parishes in the ceded ter-. 
ritory, and also the same proportion of the parishes within the remaining 
territory, shall consent thereto.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE INCORPORATION AND ADMISSION 
OF PARISHES. 


The Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of Parishes respectfully 
report that they have received, through the Secretary of the Convention, appli- 
cations for admission to the Convention from St. Andrew’s Memorial Church, 
Yonkers; St. Mary’s Church, Beechwood ; and Christ Church, Red Hook, 

The applications of the aforesaid churches were accompanied by the papers 
required by the canon, showing that St. Andrew’s Memorial Church, Yonkers, 
N. Y., was duly incorporated on the 15th day of April, 1895, and that the cer- 
tificate of such incorporation was duly recorded in the County of Westchester’ 
on the 11th day of May, 1895; that St. Mary’s Church, Beechwood, N. Y., was 
duly incorporated on the 16th day of July, 1883, and that the certificate of this 
incorporation was duly recorded in the County of Westchester on the 18th day 
of July, 1888 ; that Christ Church, Red Hook, N. Y., was duly incorporated on 
the 28th day of August, 1867, and that the certificate of said incorporation was 
duly filed and recorded in the County of Dutchess on the 28th day of August, 
1867. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that St. Andrew’s Memorial Church, 
Yonkers; St. Mary’s Church, Beechwood ; and Christ Church, Red Hook, be 
admitted into union with this Convention. . 

The Committee take this occasion to thank the Secretary for preparing the 
blanks requested in several reports, which make it now a simple matter 
for churches desiring admission to conform with every provision of the canon.

Weport 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 


To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New 
York: 
The Trustees of the Parochial Fund respectfully report that during the 
past year they have disbursed the amount received as the income of the Ccm- 
modore Graham Fund, being the sum of $1,580, dividing the same in equal 
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proportions between six clergymen of the Diocese who possessed the qualifica- 
tions required by the donor of the fund. They regret that the funds at their 
disposal have not permitted the enlargement and extension of appropriations 
of this kind, They respectfully refer to the Treasurer’s report, hereto annexed, 
for a statement of the funds held by them in general or special trust, and of 
the investment of the same, 

It gives the Trustees pleasure to report that since the last meeting of the 
Convention two additions have been made to their list of funds held in special 
trust : one being a sum of $3,000, bequeathed by Mrs. Sherman to St, Thomas’ 
Church, Amenia Union, to be invested and kept as a fund, the income of which 
is to be applied in each year toward the salary of the Rector of said church, 
which fund has been given by the vestry of that church to this corporation, 
and received by it on the same trust; the other being a legacy from the late 
Hon, John Jay of a certificate of the Bank of America for $500, the amount of 
the value of the same to be held in trust by this corporation and accumulated 
until such time as, in the opinion of the Trustees, after consultation with the 
Rector of St. Matthew’s Church, Bedford, and the person who may then be the 
chief representative of the Jay family at Bedford, it can be advantageously and 
permanently invested or employed under the charter of the Parochial Fund 
for the benefit of the Episcopal Church in or near the Village of Katonah. 

On the other hand, the Trustees deplore the fact that they are again obliged 
to report a vacancy in their number by death, the Hon, George Shea having 
departed this life, to their lasting regret, in the mouth of January in the pres- 
ent year. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Weport 


OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTERK ON APPORTIONMENT OF THE 
THANKSGIVING OFFERINGS. 


The Committee was appointed to solve a difficulty presented by the Trustees 
of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. The Trustees declared in their 
report to the last Convention, that they were required by Canon XIX., Section 
3, to divide eqnally the annual contributions, made from the Thanksgiving 
offerings of parishes, between two of the funds intrusted to them—that for 
Aged and Infirm Clergy, and another for facilitating Life Insurance by Clergy- 
men. Of these two funds, the latter was not in need of further increase ; but 
there were very pressing demands for enlargement of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund. In view of these facts, the Trustees requested the Convention to sus- 
pend the action of the canon, so that the entire Thanksgiving offerings might 
be appropriated by them to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund. 

The Convention, on motion, referred the matter to a committee of three, to 
discover, if possible, a solution of the difficulty. And this committee took con- 
clusive action as follows : 

The Committee discovered that the canon in question (Canon XIX.), in Sec- 
tion 5, permits a special designation of the offerings by the donors ; so that if 
they requested their offerings to be applied to either of the funds, the Trustees 
were freed from the restraints of the canon and might so apply them. In 
_ order to secure this designation of the offerings for the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund, the Committee, acting upon the authority given by Convention, caused a 
circular letier of the Committee to be forwarded to rectors of parishes, request- 
ing them to announce to their congregations that their Thanksgiving offerings 
were desired for that fund ; and the rectors were further requested to so desig- 
nate them on their transmission to the Treasurer. 

The Committee believes this advice was a happy solution of the difficulty, 
and that it was acted upon by the parishes of the Diocese in a manner satis- 
factory to the Trustees, relieving the situation of all embarrassment. 

The Committee desires the Convention to approve its work, and asks to 


be discharged.

OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of New York: 

The undersigned, a Committee of the Board of Trustees of St. Stephen's 
College, beg to report to the Convention of the Diocese of New York that the 
College has opened with seventy students, and that the usual work is going 
on in the usual manner. | 

We are called on to name the death of the Vice-President of the Board, the 
Rev. John Ireland Tucker, D.D. From the very origin of the College he always 
took a deep interest in its progress and welfare He left to the College his 
valuable library of about 2,000 volumes. These will make the number of vol- 
umes belonging to the Library about 12,000. 

The Library Building has been completed since the last Convention, and the 
books are now removed into it. It was presented to the Trustees, at the Com- 
mencement in June, by our generous friend, the Rev. C. F. Hoffman, D.C.L., 
and received on their behalf by the President of the Board, the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop of New York. It has excited the admiration of the many visitors dur- 
ing the summer. It is a noble monument of zeal in behalf of good learning. 

More than fifty have applied for entrance during the present year, who wished 
to prepare themselves for entrance into the ministry of the Church. Less than 
twenty could be received for the want of Scholarship Funds. Forty-two have 
received the benefactions of the Society for the Promotion of Religion and 
Learning during the past year. |

Land and Church buildings at Cruger’s, Westchester County, occupied by 
the Church of the Divine Love. 

Land, Church building, and Rectory at Verplanck’s, We-tchester County, 
occupied by St. Barnabas’ Church. 

Land and Church building at Rosendale, Ulster County, occupied by All 
Saints’ Church. 

Land and Church building at Yonkers, occupied by Christ Cburch. 

Lane and Church building at Tuxedo Park, occupied by St. Mary’s Church. 

Land at Ellenville, Ulster County, with Church building and Rectory, leased 
to St. John’s Memorial Church. 

Land and Church building at Newburgh, leased to the Church of the Good 
Shepherd. 

Endowment Fund of $5,500, the income to be paid semi-annually to the 
Pastor, Rector, or other head of St. Matthew’s Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the town of Bedford, Westchester County, in addition to his regular salary. 

Land and Church building, known as the Worthington Memorial Chapel, in 
ithe town of Greenburgh. Endowment Fund of $5,000, the income of which 
is to be applied to the repair and maintenance of the chapel and grounds, 

Endowment Fund for the support of St. Thomas’ Protestant Episcopal 
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Chureh, Mamaroneck, consisting of bonds of the West Shore Railroad Company 
of the par value of $4,500. This fund has been received since the last report. 

Endowment Fund, All Angels’ Church, New York City. This fund is to 
accumulate until it amounts to $50,000. It amounts at this date to $13,511.07. 
Since the last report this trust was received. 


The terms of office of two of the Trustees, Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan and 
Mr. George R. Schieffelin, will expire on the 1st of October, 1895, and two 
persous should be elected by the Convention for the term of four years to suc- 
ceed them. 

A Trustee should also be elected in place of Mr. Henry A. Oakley, resigned, 
for the unexpired term ending October 1, 1897.

The Trustees report, with great regret, that they have been obliged to 
reduce their payments to beneficiaries of the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund by 
334%, owing to the reduction in the collections, caused largely by the lessened 
contributions in the Churches on Thanksgiving Day, so that, in the opinion of 
the Trustees, a change of the date for this collection to Christmas Day, which 
is the day adopted for this purpose in the Diocese of Western New York, 
would be of great advantage. 

They, therefore, recommend that the canon relating to this fund be 
amended so as to require the annual collection to be taken up on Christmas 
Day. . : 

The amount in the Treasurer’s hands, to the credit of the Life Insurance 
Fund, will be sufficient for the requirements of the coming year. 

They, therefore, further recommend that that portion of the canon which 
requires the division of the annual collection between the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Fund and the Life Insurance Fund be suspended for the coming 
year only, and that the proceeds of the annual collections for this year be 
appropriated to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, 
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During the current year one of the clergy of the Diocese became suddenly 
deranged from overwork, and application was made to the Trustees for aid 
to pay his expenses at the asylum. It was found that, although he had been 
working in the Diocese for two years, yet, since be had been ordained in 
another Diocese, he did not come within the rule, which required a connection 
of four years in such cases, 

The case was such a hard one that the Trustees decided, after consuitation 
with the Bishop, and with his full approval, to suspend the rule and grant the 
relief asked for. They also decided to report their action in the premises to 
the Convention, and its ratification of their act is now respectfully requested. 

The Trustees announce, with regret, the sudden and very unexpected death, 
on Saturday, September 21st, of their co-trustee, Mr. Hugh N. Camp, who has 
been a Trustee of this fund since 1886. 

It will be necessary for the Convention to elect his successor on the Board 
of Trustees.

OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY FOR SEAMEN IN THE 
GITYZL AND) PORT, OFPANEW,. LORK, 


The Managers are able to report another year of fruitful work. 

The reports of the Missionaries, summarizing the results of their own 
labors avd of the operations which they superintend, are certainly encourag- 
ing, and in the perusal of them there is found abundant sanction for the exist- 
ence and continuance of the Society. And when one dwells a little longer 
upon these statements, and reads in them and between. the lines the story of 
what has been done to plant the seeds of Christian truth, to carry light into 
dark places, to relieve distress of body and mind, it is difficult to repress an 
enthusiasm for the work which it is the aim and object of the Society to 
accomplish. 

For specific information upon these subjects, reference is made to the reports 
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ef the Missionaries and Treasurer, which detail the operations of the Society 
with great particularity. One item of such details, however, we are con- 
strained to present here, namely, the attendance at the reading-rooms during 
the year, which numbers about 116,000 persons. Who can measure or would 
assume to limit the good results of opportunities such as these ? 

We are confident that the records carry proof that the work of the Society 
is faithfully performed and is reassuring in its results. But for its accomplish- 
ment an aniple treasury is needed, and it is here that we are brought face to 
face with the gravest problem which the Society has to solve. 

The expenses for the year aggregate $14,389.06, while the income has been 
but $11,314.28, leaving a deficiency of $38,074.78, which has been met by 
drawing upon the principal of the permanent fund, which is nearly exhausted. 

This then means for the Society retrenchment or enlarged income. Re- 
trenchment meausimpairment in the quantity and character of the work. And 
who of us would cuoose to be the first to counsel retreat, or the abandonment 
of any part of so good a field? 

As in the past, so in the future, there will doubtless be gifts and bequests 
from charitable friends ; but some more systematic method should be devised 
to direct the attention and interest of the benevolent and able to the operations 
which the Society has taken in hand, and to the urgent needs from which it is 
suffering. 

The contributions for the year from different churches aggregate $2,987.46, 
showing, as compared with the previous year, a decrease of $666.30. 

Cannot the claims of the Society for generous maintenance be made in 
some way to find better lodgment here? And in this connection the Managers 
of the Society are urged to a more frequent personal inspection of the work as 
it is carried on, that the spark of enthusiasm kindled by the closer contact, and 
communicated to other minds, may excite in them a glow of interest that 
shall be betokened by their more liberal gifts. 

The work in which the Society is engaged is good, noble, and fruitful, 
and worthy of the recognition and support ciaimed for it. It is peculiar and . 
unique, like the class of men with which it deals. In certain features of it, 
it has special compensation for those engaged in it. The minds of sailors are 
peculiarly open and impressionable, and the truths planted there have scope 
and space beyond ordinary conditions. 

For our encouragement at this time it is well to be reminded that our work, 
though by designation apparently restricted to a single locality, is, in fact, by 
no means confined to the City or Port of New York, but has range and com- 
pass as wide and free as that of the seamen themselves. It moves on as they 
go, and with them follows the seas. 

Before closing it is eminently fitting that grateful mention should be made, 
in this report, of Mr. Thomas P. Cummings, one of the original founders of the 
Society, and of My. Edgar M. Richards, another honored member, who, during 
the year, departed this life. For fifty years, the former, in the several] capaci- 
ties of Vice-President, Treasurer, Secretary, and Manager, and for nearly 
an equal period of time, tle latter, served with unabated zeal the interests of 
the seamen and the Society, and their faithfulness kept measure with their 
long terms of service,

Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY. 


In reviewing last year’s work we are again reminded of the value of the 
system under which the City Mission Society administers its trust. ‘The Execu- 
tive Committee, consisting of the President, two Clerical and two Lay Vice- 
Presidents, the Secretary, six elected clergymen and twelve elected laymen, 
meets once a month, and at each meeting has the benefit of reports from the ~ 
Committee of Direction, to whom is committed the charge of all work of the 
Society during intervals between meetings of the Executive Committee, and 
the duty of carrying into effect such measures as the Executive Committee may 
from time to time direct. The Committee of Direction, consisting of the Presi- 
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dent, two clergymen and six laymen of the Executive Committee, meets twice 
a month, examines and certifies all vouchers for payments made by the Treas- 
urer, authorizes, subject to approval by the Executive Committee, such special 
expenditures as may seem advisable, receives and acts upon semi-monthly re- 
ports from the Superintendent and the General Agent—who submit also monthly 
reports to the Executive Committee—and gives its fostering watchfulness to 
every department. The Treasurer, who has succeeded his lamented father and 
already shown a similar fitness for his office, is also Secretary of the Commit- 
tee of Direction, and thus kept well informed of all action Jeading up to author- 
ized outlays of money for any purpose whatever. The Superintendent’s fre- 
quent visits to the chapels and institutions where our clerical or lay workers 
are op duty, keep bim advised of the progress and need of the work at each 
point, and enable him more intelligently to act on the weekly reports which he 
receives from those in charge. He and his associates of the Missionary staff 
are also much helped by a monthly reunion at which, after an address and the 
celebration of the Holy Communion, all have an opportunity to speak to one 
another face to face, and to interchange counsel out of the fulness of their 
experience. And a special guarantee of efficient administration is the fact that 
the Bishop of the Diocese does not merely as President lend his name and 
approval to the Society’s plans, but gives his personal attention to them with 
that constant thoroughness which recognizes in the Missions of this chief city 
of the Diocese and of the country the strongest claim to his sympathy and 
service. 

Among the changes in our Board during the past year, Mr. Faure’s resigna- 
tion as a member of the Executive Committee is noteworthy. After rendering 
valuable services to the Society, he severed his official connection with it on 
account of his appointment as a Commissioner of Public Charities and Correc- 
tion, and our regret in losing him is tempered with thankfulness that a man of 
such uprightness of character and valuable experience has been chosen to share 
in the oversight of our public institutions. We congratulate the city and the 
cause of City Missions that his practical charity has now so fitting and wide a 
range. 

But the Church has in hand on the same ground a task of weightier 
meaning. Prison cells are but halting places of limping humanity that goes 
on limping when set free, unless strengthened by something more effective 
than bodily discipline. The multitudes that fill such strongholds of the 
law are, for the most part, only getting ready again to break the law, unless 
the teachiny that touches the conscience changes their motive and prepares 
them to be a help instead of a hindrance to the community in which sooner or 
later they are again to take their place. And while it is important to provide 
gentle and skilful treatment for the sick and the infirm stranded in our 
asylums, it is still more important to minister to them the ‘‘ medicine of 
immortality,” that makes the hospital ward, whichever way it opens, the 
antechamber of a better life. We are told that paupers, at the rate of five 
thousand a year, find graves on Hart’s Island, at the public expeuse; but a 
much larger procession of living paupers, whose pauperism is that of the 
spiritual life, pours back every month into the city from our public institutions, 


to range on the side of right or wrong, and promote or disturb the common 
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welfare. When it is remembered that these institutions {contain a daily 
average of more than fifteen thousand persons, of whom six hundred and fifty 
are in the city prisons awaiting trial, one thousand in the Penitentiary on 
Blackwell’s Island, six hundred in the Workhouse, seven hundred and fifty 
in the House of Refuge, seven hundred in Bellevue Hospital, five hundred in 
the Metropolitan Hospital, one thousand in the City Hospital, and two thousand 
in the Almshouse, and that these figures represent only a small part of the 
total number that pass in and out during the course of a year—the procession 
through a single hospital in that length of time numbering more than twenty- 
five thousand, and through the prisons a still larger number—it can well be 
understood that the City Mission has a great opportunity, and one in which 
the interests of all classes of the city’s population are deeply involved. And 
this opportunity has not been neglected. Twelve of our Missionary staff have 
been engaged during the past year in making full proof of their Ministry at 
twenty-nine institutions, all but six of which are under the city’s care. No 
part of the Society’s work, since it has been my privilege to be connected with 
it, has been a cause of greater thankfulness and encouragement to me than 
the part that they have taken. They might naturally have been expected to 
find much in their task that was difficult and burdensome, but if such has been 
their experience they have given no sign of it. On the contrary, they have 
counted their labor light. Aud that they havezdone much in, their several 
stations to lighten the burdens of others—whether burdens of suffering or of 
guilt—there can be no question. It is surely a comforting thought that the 
great flocks brought together by homelessness or disease or,criminal conduct 
are not without shepherds. It is still more comforting to visit{any of these 
folds and see what these shepherds are doing. To regular services of prayer 
and praise or Bible teaching and preaching are united the ministrations of 
personal sympathy and counsel which leave nothospital"cotior prison cell 
unvisited. Many children are baptized at refuges for childhood. Many can- 
didates are prepared for Confirmation at the. Almshouse./"sThe Holy Com- 
munion is administered in asylum chapels and hospital fwards. And our 
Missionaries have many additional opportunities of* helpfulness. They often 
conduct the correspondence of those under their care*who’are?too ignorant or 
too infirm to write. They distribute books, periodicals, clothing, and delicate 
food. They sometimes provide cheering entertainments, They teach the 
young and breathe something of melody-into the thoughts of that large class 
of unfortunates whose minds are ‘‘ like sweet bells jangled, out of tune and 
harsh.” They do what they can to befriend the discharged patient or prisoner, 
And not infrequently do we hear of prisoners imploring their chaplain to seek 
out certain former evil companions of theirs and speak a word of warning to 
them to take heed to their ways. 

The Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction, and all in civil 
authority with whom our Society has come in contact, have won our grateful 
acknowledgments by the sympathetic welcome which they have given to our 
endeavors. The Board of Managers of the House of Refuge on RKandall’s 
Island have not only themselves set an inspiring example of personal interest 
and diligence in the work of training and elevating the juvenile delinquents 
committed to that excellent reformatory, but have codperated with our Mis- 
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sionary there in such a way as greatly to strengthen his influence, And I am 
glad to report that they have recently given further proof of their apprecia- 
tion of the City Mission’s work by requesting us to set up an altar and a lectern 
in the large room where Sunday services are held. So far as I am aware, the 
history of the institution does not show that such action had ever before been 
taken by the Managers, and when the request was made some months ago, we 
promptly complied with it, in the assurance that it marked a distinct gain in 
the direction of emphasizing the Church idea in the minds of a large congrega- 
tion of boys and girls who are, many of them, close to manhood and woman- 
hood, and close also to the struggles of liberty. 

In connection with our work on the Island, we have been much indebted 
in various ways to the Guild of St. Hlizabeth, the Guild of St. Faith, the City 
Committee of Grace Church, a Committee of the King’s Daughters, a band of 
Sunday-school teachers from Grace Emmanuel Church, and many others. 

Our missions to city prisons, especially to the one called the ‘“‘ Tombs,” 
have been greatly strengthened by committees from several city parishes acting 
under the direction of the Archdeacon of New York. These noble men and 
women have not stared prisoners in the face, and talked platitudes, but they 
have worked. And who needs to be told that there is plenty of room fora 
wise charity to work among six or seven hundred prisoners awaiting trial, 
without throwing its sympathy and effort away ? : 

Another strong lay representation is the Prison Guild, having no official 
connection with our Society, though organized some months ago with a view 
to codperate in its work among prisoners. The President and the Treasurer of 
the Guild are ladies well known for their generous and practical philanthropy. 
They and the others associated with them illustrate by their personal action 
what the Prison Guild means, They interest themselves in certain cases that 
seem especially worthy of their help, such as cases of friendless girls and others 
committed for their first offence. They provide clothing for many prisoners 
who are insufficiently clad, and delicacies for the feeble. They visit the courts 
during the progress of trials, and prove a pillar on which innocence or penitent 
shame may lean while standing in the prisoner’s dock. The Guild has been a 

uable auxiliary also in helping to provide choice music at the services con- 
ducted by the prison chaplain. 

But other important departments claim a place in this report. In addition 
to the Chapel of the Good Shepherd for inmates of the Almshouse and the 
Chapel of Christ the Consoler at Bellevue Hospital, we now have five mission 
chapels which are in no way connected with public institutions. They are the 
Coddington Memorial Chapel of the Messiah, Ninety-fifth Street ; St. Barnabas” 
Chapel and the Church of San Salvatore, Mulberry Street ; St. Ambrose’s Church, 
corner of Thompson Street and Prince Street ; and the Chapel at God’s Provi- 
dence Mission, East Broome Street. The Church of San Salvatore, where ser- 
vices are maintained in the Italian language, was added to the number last 
autumn ; and any one needing to be assured of the value of missions to Italians 
would do well to attend a Sunday service at this mission and see what a large 
and devout congregation assembles there, and what a large proportion of the 
worshippers are men. The opportunities which our Missionaries and lay helpers 
find at these five mission stations are like those a harvester finds in fields thick 
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with ripened grain. Each station is a centre of usefulness in a populous 
neighborhood where viciousness and pauperism pile their homes together beside | 
those of toiling poverty and suffering patience. The work done is the same 
kind that is done at Mission chapels maintained by some of our strong city 
parishes, or at the Pro-Cathedral in Stanton Street. And the record of the 
past year is one for which we may well thank God, and take courage. The 
congregations at the Sunday and week-day services have not always been as 
large as we could wish, but the same may be said of most of the congregations 
of adults who are surrounded by such a mixed foreign, irreligious, and shifting 
population as one usually finds in tenement districts. And while there is room 
for improvement in this respect, real progress has been made, as the Confirma- 
tion classes and the growing number of steady communicants attest. 

It is pretty generally agreed that the chief value of missionary effort, 
especially in a great polyglot city like ours, is that which relates to the young. 
The progress of the righteousness which exalts a nation, like the progress of 
all that is best in civilization, promises most, when it breathes its spell into the 
rising generation till its boys and girls are shod with preparation for their 
mature years. The City Mission, ever mindful of this fact, has continued dur- 
ing the past year to do its share in teaching and training the childhood of 
poverty’s homes as well as the childhood that is homeless. Its Sunday-schools, 
industrial schools, kindergartens, girls’ guilds, and boys’ clubs have gathered 
in children and young people in increasing numbers, and all these organizations 
are well entitled to be called prosperous, both in membership and in influence. 
Our St. Ambrose’s Mission, in particular, has witnessed a gratifying growth in 
these respecis, largely on account of increased facilities due to the complete 
renovation of the adjoining Mission House nearly a year ago. It has been 
much helped also by the lay worker in charge of the Eighth Ward Mission, 
who has been earnest and unwearied in visiting our poor people. And though 
the large and well-planned rooms at God’s Providence Mission are at present 
‘only partly furnished, that new and handsome edifice is already a home of 
industry, attracting many little children and their older brothers and sisters to 
its kindergarten, industrial school, and guilds. In this connection we beg leave 
to express our gratefulness for the use of rooms at the Pro-Cathedral in Stanton 
Street for the industrial school belonging to God’s Providence Mission, before 
the new place of meeting was in readiness. 

Well as St. Barnabas’ House is known, it will be interesting news to many 
of its friends to hear of its recent improvements. It issomething to be able to 
report that a large plan of much needed repairs has been carried into effect. 
But I am especially glad to speak of the action of the Society by which the 
efficiency of the management of the House has been increased. It should 
first be mentioned that the work has been somewhat enlarged by the addition 
of the kindergarten and sewing-school from our Italian Mission on the other 
side of the street, and that the daily household now numbers between thirty 
and forty homeless women, to whom temporary shelter is given, and about 
eighty children belonging to the day nursery, the kindergarten, or the indus- 
trial school. Unlike the little ones brought by their mothers to be cared for 
in the day nursery during the daytime only, or the children who come in 
from the neighborhood to attend the schools, about twenty-five children are 
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provided with lodging, and allowed in urgent cases to remain many days. 
Some of these children, quick to respond to their training, compose the choir 
that sings, and sings well, at the Sunday and other services in the adjoining 
chapel, where acongregation from the House assembles every day for worship. 
The oversight of such a mission house ought, of course, to have reference not 
alone to routine activities under its roof, but to the spirit of charity that saves 
it from the danger of a narrow institutionalism, and makes it like ‘‘a fruitful 
bough by a well whose branches run over the wall.”’ And we have receutly 
entrusted St. Barnabas’ House to a matron whose experience in similar work, 
and whose training as a deaconess, seem richly.to qualify her for that responsi- 
bility. Her associate, a graduate of the New York Training School for Deacon- 
esses, a part of whose duty is to visit poor families in the neighborhood, 
expects to be set apart as a deaconess this autumn, and, in view of her admir- 
able record, we trust she will continue at her present post. Another important 
new feature is the Board of Lady Visitors. These ladies, who were recently 
appointed by the Executive Committee on the nomination of the Bishop, are 
eminently fitted in every way to give counsel and otherwise assist in directing 
all branches of the work. The President is the President of the Grace Parish 
Day Nursery, and she is also at the head of the Auxiliary Board of Managers 
of the Italian Mission. Her name alone is a guarantee of wise methods, and to 
her and her,associates the present improved order of things is largely due. 
Favored with such helpers, and with an excellent physician who has long been 
highly esteemed for his daily devotion to the welfare of the household, guard- 
ing its threshold, as he does, from contagious diseases, and visiting the homes 
of ‘our sick beneficiaries, we are more than ever encouraged to ask Church 
people for generous gifts in support of St. Barnabas’ House. 

St. Barnabas’ Free Reading Room, in the basement of the building in 
Bleecker Street, where the Society has its offices, has had a good record during 
the past year, as in former years. From fifteen to twenty, or more, men may 
be seen there almost any week-day evening enjoying its privileges. 

Thanksziving Day and Christmas, with its festivals, have a peculiar 
brightness when their light does not all linger in the foreground of pros- 
perous homes and stately churches, but reaches into the dark background of 
human ills and woes, and does something to alleviate them. The City Mission 
thankfully acknowledges the liberal contributions which have enabled it again 
to make such seasons times of refreshing for multitudes of the poor and the 
outcast in the city and on the islands. And we are gratefully sensible also of 
the generous response to our Fresh Air appeal. The sum received for this 
important charity exceeded that of the preceding year, and partly explained ° 
the increase of the number sent on steamboat excursions, or into the country 
for a longer respite from the summer heat. Another explanation of the 
season’s increased activity is found in the fact that we were more than 
ordinarily favored in other ways. To the Children’s Aid Society, the Society 
for Improving the Condition of the Poor, the Summer Home of the Church of 
the Heavenly.Rest, the Summer Home of the Chapel of the Reconciliation, the 
Martha Summer Home near Sing Sing, the Floating Hospital of St. John’s 
Guild, the Charity Organization Society, the 77ibune Fresh Air Fund, and the 
Herald Ice Fund we are heartily thankful for a kindly help that has done 
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much to make the Fresh Air work of the Society during the past summer a 
particularly cheery one. 

We were fortunate enough last October to have the use of the Church of 
the Ascension, New York, and St. Andrew’s Church, Harlem, for two mission- 
ary meetings, arranged by our General Agent, in the interest of the City Mis- 
sion Society. ‘lhe Bishop presided at both meetings. Brethren of the clergy 
and of the laity made stirring addresses. Large congregations cheered us by 
their presence, and, we trust, carried away an impression that gave fresh vigor 
to their friendly interest. 

Although the New York press has recently reported a legacy of $5,000 for 
the benefit of the Society, we have not yet received any official information on 
the subject. 

A large and valuable collection of antique cameos, intaglios, and other 
precious stones has been presented to the Society by E. McK. Holly, Esq., with 
a request that it be sold and the proceeds applied toward carrying on the 
Society’s work. We hope during the coming year to catalogue this generous 
gift, and find a good sale for the hundreds of rare stones which it includes. 

The receipts for current expenses of the Society during the past eleven 
months—our fiscal year not ending untila month Jater—amounted to $49,183.55, 
which is $2,688.24 more than we received during the twelve preceding months, 
Our expenditures during the past eleven months being $51,439.08, were 
$1,491.09 less than those of the twelve preceding months. And no part of the 
work has been discontinued or diminished. On the contrary, the work of the 
Society has been largely increased, particularly by the addition of the Italian 
Mission and by new enterprises at St. Ambrose’s Church, God’s Providence 
Mission, and St. Barnabas’ House. Plans for further widening the Society’s 
usefulness, in order to meet other urgent demands, are awaiting increased 
resources, and we trust the day is not distant when the annual income of the 
Society will be nearer $75,000 than $50,000.

But with these encouraging reminders are mingled others of sorrowful 
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regret, By the death of the Rev. Dr. Brooks the Society suffers a great loss,. 
which all who knew him can well understand. His was no ordinary personality. 
Whatever he did, he did well. Wise in counsel, he was also a leader in action. 
And richly endowed as he was to adorn the doctrine of Christ in all things, 
no work of the sacred ministry found his powers more awake toits value, or 
more responsive to its call, than the work of City Missions. A gifted preacher 
and an exemplary pastor, called to minister in a prominent parish, he was 
ever mindful of the congregation of Christ’s poor and of his privilege to reach ~ 
the afflicted and the fallen, whether in tenements or hospitals or jails, with the 
Gospel of hope. As a Vice-President of our Society, and Chairman of its 
Executive Committee, of which he had been a member for twenty years, though 
its Chairman only one year, he gave abundant proof of his hearty and active 
interest in all its affairs. Some of us saw him for the last time when he pre- 
sided at the May meeting of the Executive Committee, and the freshest. 
thought that cherishes his memory is the thought of his worthiness to preside 
in our missionary ‘aims as a pattern of devotion to the ideal of the Cross. 
Untimely must seem to his sorrowing friends the close of his earthly life, but 
it was already rich in achievement for the Church and for humanity, and 
crowned with ‘‘ those palms of honor which selected spirits wear.” 

The late John Davenport, Esq., who has recently rested from his Jabors at 
the venerable age of ninety-one, was for nineteen years a member of our Exec- 
utive Committee, having been elected in 1876. Like certain sacred fires of old 
time which were never permitted to die out, Mr. Davenport’s love for City 
Missions never languished. Not content with serving on committees, though 
his intelligent and unfailing diligence made such service of great value, it was 
his practice to keep himself in touch with our missionary stations by frequent 
visits among them, And even when the infirmities of age made such activities 
impossible, his sympathy kept on manifesting itself in many helpful ways. 

The sudden death of the Rev. Mr. French came when he had almost reached 
his eighty-second birthday. And though forsome months he had been relieved 
of a part of the work of which for [over twenty years he had had charge on 
Blackwell’s Island, he:was on duty at the Almshouse to the last, and preached 
to his flock on the day before his eyes closed for their last sleep. Some one has 
said, ‘‘Good will is geod, but good deed is better.” Mr. French’s good will was 
of the fruitful kind that daily abounded in good deeds. He was a noble type 
of the missionary whose life expresses a love which, like his heart-beat, cannot 
but be warm so long as life lasts. We hear now and then of some Hindoo zealot 
who, not content to reach the shrine of his pilgrimage by ordinary steps, 
makes a vow to measure the distance with his body, and thus to let his feet 
take no step forward till his head and heart are first prostrated upon the ground. 
A wiser and more self-sacrificing devotion it was that explained the secret of 
Mr. French’s success. Like all true missionaries, he was awake to the value- 
lessness of mere mechanical routine, and gave his thoughtful sympathy in 
lowly ministries to the poor, and so reached their hearts and made them con- 
secrated ground. Those of us who attended his funeral at the beautiful Chapel 
of the Good Shepherd, reared by a charity like his own, will not soon forget it. 
It was an impressive proof of the value of the city missionary’s labors among 
the submerged classes. No one could look in the faces of the multitude of 
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Almshouse men and women at the funeral without seeing that love and pity 
had not wrought among them in vain, 

Whether these fellow-soldiers of the Cross, whose loss we mourn, have 
fallen in what are accounted high places of the field or in lowly ones, we 
treasure the memory of their faithfulness, and find in it a fresh incentive to 
lengthen the cords and strengthen the stakes of our own. And we look with 
renewed and grateful confidence to the clergy and the laity of this community 
to continue to uphold and prosper the City Mission Society, whose usefulness 
grows with the growth and strengthens with the strength of their support.

The receipts from assessments during the year have been sufficient to meet 
the deficiency in the income of the fund for the Bishop’s salary, but as no addi- 
tion to the capital of the fund has been made during the year, the same assess- 
ment will be necessary for the deficiency of the year ending September, 1896. 
The Trustees therefore recommend to the Convention the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

‘* Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund be and they are hereby 
authorized to assess the parishes of the Diocese at the rate of one per cent. upon 
the salaries paid to the clergy, for the purpose of raising the moneys needed for 
the Episcopal Fund, in lieu of the collections provided for by Canon.” 

The Trustees of the fund also report to the Convention the investment by 
them of a portion of the fund in twenty-three first mortgage bonds of the Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis Railway Company, St. Louis Division, 
and of a portion of the Residence Fund in one bond of the same railway, and 
ask the approval of the Convention of such investments, and for such purpose 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

“* Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund having reported the 
investment by them of a portion of the funds in their control in the bonds of 
the Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis Railway Company, this Con- 
vention hereby approves of such action and investment on the part of the Trus- 
tees of the Episcopal Fund.”

OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON AMENDMENTS TO CANON ON 
AGED AND INFIRM CLERGY FUND. 


The Committee to which was committed the proposed amendments to Canon 
XIX. on the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, by the addition of two clergymen to 
the five laymen as now provided for Trustees of the Fund, and to fix the Sun- 
day before Thanksgiving Day for taking up the offering for the maintenance 
of the Fund, would respectfully report that they recommend the amending of 
Canon XIX., Sec. 1, adding two clergymen to the five lay trustees, and request- 
ing the Trustees of the Fund to apply to the Legislature of the State of New 
York for such change of the charter as may be necessary. 
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Inasmuch as the Trustees of the Fund have already requested the change 
to Christmas Day for the collection to be made in aid of the Fund, your Com- 
mittee accept the recommendation as proposed, leaving it to the Committee on 
Canons to fix either day proposed as in their judgment may be most desirable. 

Your Committee also would further recommend that a committee of five per- 
sons (three clergymen and two laymen) be appointed to consider the creation 
of a special retiring fund for the Clergy to be held under the direction of the 
Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund.

Mr. Francis Lynde Stetson presented the following report for 
the Committee on Canons : | 


Report 
OF COMMITTEE ON CANONS. 


The Committee on Canons reports as follows on the two matters referred 
to it by this Convention : 


First, As to Canon XIX., “Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy.” 
The Committee recommends : 


That in Section 5, line 11, the words ‘‘in equal portions” be struck out, 
and that in place thereof there be substituted the words ‘‘in such proportion 
as from time to time they shall deem best.” 

This change will enable the Trustees of this Fund from year to year to 
make such division between the ‘‘ Life Insurance Fund” and the ‘‘ Widows’ 
and Children’s Fund” of undesignated collections (and of these only) as they 
shall deem best, without unnecessary appeals to the Convention for canonical 
change or special resolution. 


Second, As to the proposed new canon, to be numbered ‘‘ XXI., Of Heclesi- 
astical Property.” 


‘The Committee recommends: 


That the resolution be referred back to such committee as the Convention 
may designate, to formulate a new resolution on the same subject, and to report 
result of such action to the next annual Convention of this Diocese for its 
final action. 

The importance of the principle underlying the proposed canon, as well as 
the necessity of its careful and accurate expression as an article of ecclesias- 
tical law, must be immediately recognized by any attentive mind. 

The necessity for a revision and formulation of the proposed canon will be 
apparent upon a short examination of its terms and their comparison with 
existing law. 

So far as concerns Consecrated Churches or Chapels, the proposed canon 
can accomplish nothing not already effected by Section 11 of Canon XXVI., 

6 
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“OF the Consecration of Churches,” of Title I. of the Digest of the Canons 
passed and adopted in General Convention. 

Its independent operation would be confined practically to the proceeds of 
sales of Consecrated Churches and Chapels, and to other ‘‘ real property, or the 
capital or principal of any funds or moneys held for ecclesiastical or religious 
purposes.” 

Such property, funds, or moneys could not be ‘‘ encumbered, alienated, or 
otherwise disposed of” by any Clergyman, Vestry, or Trustee. Such a sweep- 
ing prohibition, embarrassing even a change in the form of an investment 
without Diocesan approval, is probably beyond the purpose of the author of 
the proposed canon, for it would of necessity introduce the Bishop and the 
Standing Committee into every Vestry and Charitable Board, imposing a new 
responsibility on the Diocesan authority, and encroaching upon parochial and 
corporate local duty to an extent and in a manner hardly desirable without 
mature and careful consideration of the constitutional change involved in this 
proposition. 

But it cannot be doubted that the proposed canon represents a widely prev- 
alent belief that Vestries and other local bodies, possessed of charitable funds 
or ecclesiastical funds, are in a certain sense trustees for a larger constituency 
than themselves, or the immediate congregation or corporation for which they 
directly act, and to which alone under present conditions they seem to be 
accountable. Ina large and broad sense, most of such bodies are in possession 
of such moneys or funds for the promotion of the spiritual and religious good 
of the Church at large, or in the Diocese, whose duly constituted authorities 
justly fee] an anxiety, though they may not now be able to exercise any author- 
ity in respect of such funds. On the other hand, it would be as unwise as 
impracticable to subject each separate administration to general control, and 
therefore it will require the most cautious and deliberate consideration to 
frame any provision which, when embodied in civil statutes, shall be suffi- 
cient to express the just purposes of the author of this proposed canon, and 
also to avoid improper and embarrassing interference with local administra- 
tion. 
The Committee therefore recommends a recommitment of the proposed 
canon for consideration and further;report, as above stated. 


On motion of Mr. Stetson the proposed new canon presented by 


Mr. George Zabriskie was referred to such committee as the Con- 
vention may designate, for report to the next Convention. 


On motion of Mr. Zabriskie the Committee on Canons was des- 
ignated as such committee. 


On motion of Mr. Stetson the foregoing proposed Amendment 
of Canon XIX., section 5, line 11, was adopted. 


The Rey. Dr. Vibbert presented the following supplementary — 
report for the Committee on Canons : 


The Committee on Canons, in obedience to the following resolution passed at 
the Convention of 1894, ‘‘that the portion of the Bishop’s address regarding the 
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titles of assistant ministers be referred to the Committee on Canons, to report at 
the next Convention,” report as follows : 

The legal title of the incumbent of a erenee is Rector, The cases where 
one not a Rector has the full charge and oversight of a congregation under 
an arrangement of some permanence, so that the title of Vicar is appropriate, 
are confined to a few parishes in the larger cities. The title of Curate, as 
applied to assistants’whose position is a temporary one, seems an improvement 
on that of Assistant Minister ; but it is now within the power of any parish 
to adopt it, and it is not deemed wise to make it obligatory by canon. 

The Committee deem it best to rely upon usage and the examples of the 
larger parishes for the growth of a proper sentiment in accordance with the 
views expressed in the Bishop’s address, with which they heartily concur, and 
do not recommend any canonical legislation on the subject. 


The Rey. Dr. Huntington presented the following report : 


Report 


OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON AMENDMENTS TO THE CON- 
STITUTION PROPOSED BY THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


The Committee to whom were referred certain communications from the 
Secretary of the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, with respect to proposed 
changes in the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal Church, respectfully 
report as follows : 

There is no obligation resting upon Diocesan Conventions of this Church 
to pronounce either for or against in the case of proposed amendments to the 
Constitution communicated to them from the General Convention. 

In this respect our usage as a church differs from that of the civil govern- 
ment under which we live. Amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States have to be ratified by the major portion of the legislatures of the States 
before they pass into effect. Under our Church Jaw, amendments are communi- 
cated to the several Dioceses simply for information. It is possible, of course, 
and in some cases is expedient, that Dioceses thus informed should by resolu- 
tion express their minds upon the subject or subjects thus brought to their 
attention, but there is nothing mandatory about it. 

In the present instance your Committee recommend that, in view of the 
fact that the question of a general revision of the Constitution and Canons is 
now before the Church, and likely to be taken in hand at the approaching ges- 
sion of the General Convention, there is no immediate call for action on the 
part of this body with respect to the special amendments proposed three 
years ago. They recommend the passage of the following resolution :

Report 


OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE GENERAL THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY. 


The undersigned, appointed a Committee on the State of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary, beg to report that on investigation they find the Seminary 
in a very satisfactory and flourishing condition. The new academic year has 
just begun. The number of students in attendance is one hundred and fifty, 
while others have been refused for want of accommodation. . 

The course of study is each year enlarged, and the Seminary is able to give 
instruction in more branches of theology than are required asa necessity for 
one receiving Deacon’s orders and entering on the work of the ministry. Other 
subjects are now brought to the attention not only of students, but those 
who are already in holy orders. ‘The great questions which are asked and de- 
bated in our journals and magazines, and which in many cases become the 
source of the skepticism of the day, are brought to the consideration of those 
attending the lectures. The Seminary is thus becoming the centre of theologi- 
cal learning in the Church. And it is also fulfilling the true function of a 
university. It is elucidating great subjects in theology, and preparing the 
Clergy to meet all questions which appertain to their profession and their re- 
lations to the world. This is an important step which the General Seminary 
is taking. And it is only the beginning of that great work which appertains 
to such an institution. As years goon, the work will enlarge ; and as oppor- 
tunity is offered, clergymen will, no doubt, take up a temporary residence for 
the study of special subjects. 

The whole appearance of the Seminary has been transformed. It is a legiti- 
mate growth ; and a growth which will develop, and will embrace various sub- 
jects for the consideration of those who, by their office, are called on to guide 
and shape opinion. 

For the fulfillment of these purposes a new professor has been appointed. 
The Rev. C. T. Seibt, D.D., a graduate and a doctor of the Seminary, will take 
~ up the subject of Moral Theology and Christian Philosophy. 

And for the further enlargement of the Seminary in this respect, additional 
buildings are required, where not only students may be accommodated, but 
where special students may also find accommodation. 

There are now building two residences for professors—one by money given 
by Trinity Church, and the other from money subscribed by various friends of 
the Seminary. 

We are pleased also to announce that the Rev. Canon Mason, of All Hal- 
lows, London, has been appointed to deliver the Paddock Lectures during the 
present academic year. These lectures must come in time to rival the Bamp- 
ton Lectures of Oxford in the discussion of important subjects and in the eluci- 
dation of great questions. 

By will, the Rev. William HE. Eigenkrodt, D.D. and Emeritus Professor, 
bequeathed his library to the Seminary, which is a valuable addition to the 
library of the Seminary. 
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This Committee beg to offer their congratulations to the Seminary, and to 
submit this report to the consideration of the Convention.

On motion of the Rey. Dr. Rainsford the ballot was dispensed 
with, and the Rev. J. W. Brown, D.D., was elected to fill the 
yacancy among the Deputies to the Federate Council. 


On motion the Convention took a recess for one hour. 


On reassembling after recess the Convention, on motion of the 
Archdeacon of Westchester, proceeded to sit as the Board of Missions. 
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The Rey. Pascal Harrower, on behalf of the Board of Managers, 
presented the following report : 


Weport 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


The Board of Managers of Diocesan Missions respectfully report as follows : 

1. The Archdeacon of Dutchess reports a year of quiet work that has 
brought, in some respects, notable results. The progress of the work at St. 
Thomas’ Church, Amenia, has been materially assisted by legacies amounting 
to $7,900, and it is expected that Grace Church, Millbrook, will, during the 
coming year, be able to dispense entirely with outside aid. Frequent services 
and prosperous Sunday-schools have been maintained at Pleasant Valley and 
Pine Plains; and, at Lithgow, St. Peter’s Church has had the services of the 
Rev. Mr. Boardman, where the congregation, though small, is most earnest 
and efficient. Hopewell Junction, like many rural communities, has suffered 
from removals, and yet the Sunday-school work has been especially gratifying 
under the direction of the rector of Trinity Church, Fishkill. Dover Plains is a 
name not occurring in the report cf last year, but the prospects for that mis- 
sion seem unusually bright, and it is largely self-supparting. Mr. A. C. Bur- 
dick, Lay Reader, has charge of the Mission here, and also at West Pawling. 
The work at West Pawling has been greatly assisted by the codperation of 
Miss F. E. Cox, of Matteawan, and Miss M. G. Seaman, of Fishkill, who have 
organized training classes for the children of the Mission in sewing and 
cooking. The Woman’s Chapter of the Archdeacunry, organized a year ago, 
having delegates from all the parishes, has rendered most efficient service 
and deserves special recognition. 

2. The Archdeacon of Orange reports the opening of new and important 
work. The Rev. W. A. Masker, Jr., of St. James’ Church, Callicoon, has 
broken ground at Long Eddy with most gratifying results. A resident Mis- 
sionary will soon take up the work at Liberty, who will be able to give some 
oversight also to the neighboring hamlets. The Rev. Mr. Howell, of Monti- 
cello, has begun services at Thompsonville. The older Missions are fast 
becoming self-supporting, and probably within two years the money now given 
to Ellenville and Monticello will be available for other Mission centres. The 
Archdeaconry of Orange presents a very large territory, with many places yet 
untouched. It would appear very desirable if the way were open to secure an 
active itinerant Missionary, who could from time to time make his visitation 
in these scattered places. 

3. The Archdeacon of Westchester reports the working force of his Arch- 
deaconry unchanged with but two or three exceptions. One of the difficulties 
of the work lies in the shifting of the populations. This has, in some cases, 
thrown a heavy burden upon the Archdeaconry, and made it necessary to econ- 
omize in the number of workers, so that, for example, the Rev. Thomas Ste- 
phens, the Rev. E. D. Sutcliffe, and the Rev. W. A. Masker efficiently minis- 
ter at ten different stations. This service is cheerfully and heartily given by 
them, and yet more men are needed. The Archdeaconry has during the year 
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raised the largest amount in its history for one year, viz., $3,032.76. This 
amount does not include the sum contributed by the Parishes and Missions for 
their own support. But the demand is greater than ever before for firmly 
holding to work already started, and for means to open up new fields. 

4. The Archdeaconry of New York does not bear the same relation to the 
Mission work carried on within its territory as the other Archdeaconries of the 
Diocese. ‘The Archdeacon has, however, given special attention to the work 
among the foreign-speaking population of New York city. This work is 
almost wholly within the parishes of Trinity, St. Bartholomew’s, Calvary, and 
Grace Churches. Calvary Parish has requested the Archdeacon to take the 
supervision of this special work, and its Archdeaconry Committee has placed 
itself at his disposal in such work as he may direct. Another and very impor- 
tant work, however, has been put by the Bishop under the general superinten- 
dence of the Archdeacon. It is the Pro-Cathedral Mission at 130 Stanton 
Street. It has been carried on with vigor during the last year under the 
immediate direction of the Rev. Francis R. Bateman, the resident Minister in 
Charge. His special report will be included in the list of Parochial Reports. 
It is, however, interesting here to state that this Mission cares for 354 fami- 
lies ; that it has 300 communicants, 600 Sunday-school scholars, and carries on 
large and efficient Industrial, Kitchen Garden, and Kindergarten Schools, a 
flourishing Girls’ Friendly Society, a Men’s Club, a Boys’ Club, a Gymnasium, 
and Free Baths, with a Benevolent Society and a Summer Home. The Bishop 
of the Diocese has given his personal supervision to this work, having been in 
residence there during the month of August. 

The Archdeacon of Richmond reports a year of progress. Since the last 
Convention the Chapel of Our Father at Mariners’ Harbor, in charge of the 
Rey. Edward Bell, has been renovated and enlarged. Eltingville’and New 
Dorp, under the Rev. J. M. Bartholomew, have each developed interest, and 
at New Dorp the work started during the last year has made remarkable prog- 
ress. The Rev. Frederick Welham has been in charge of St. Stephen’s 
Church, Tottenville, but a few months; but this parish, after many discour- 
agements, seems to promise a settled and prosperous year, with improved 
attendance, a communicant list of 64, and a Sunday-school of 110 scholars. 
Mr. Welham has charge also of the new work at Prince’s Bay. Concord, 
under the Rey. R. F. Humphries, has made excellent progress, and he has 
opened very successfully Grace Chapel at Garrettson’s. 

The Board of Managers would call attention to that portion of the Annual 
Address of the Bishop before this Convention, referring to the character of the 
work done by the Missionaries of this Diocese. The history of the past year 
has not been backward, but most emphatically an advance. We are to look 
for the explanation of this in the.temper and character of those men who have 
carried on the work in the rural districts. The common idea is that the 
problem of the Church and Christianity is found in the great cities. On the 
contrary, the problem of the country districts, the rural parish, and Mission 
station is quite as important, and in some respects even more depressing and 
difficult. 

In presenting this report the Board are not performing, therefore, a formal 
duty, but are asking for an earnest consideration of these facts. 
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' We therefore would suggest that it is the duty of the larger and wealthier 
parishes to come into more personal relations with the Mission stations. It is 
not simply the giving of money into a common treasury that meets the case, 
but the giving of aid and munitions of war to some special worker, and so get 
some clearer conception of the real problems and difficulties he is facing, and 
give to him the sense of our personal share in his work. The Board of Man- 
agers believe that there can be, and should be, a much closer, more corporate 
interest and bond between the different portions of our Diocese. The Board 
would call attention to the following suggestion made by the Bishop, viz., that 
if individual churches should assume the responsibility for either the partial 
or entire support of special Mission stations, a much greater interest would 
thus be developed, and the Mission work be very greatly strengthened. All 
parts of this great Diocese are parts of the one great Church life, and the 
problems and difficulties of the country church and the isolated missionary in 
some little hamlet demand our cordial interest, not only for his sake, but 
for ours. — 

It is encouraging to remember that while the Treasurer’s report shows a 
deficit, yet, notwithstanding the hard times, no retrenchment in the work has 
been made, and that we may congratulate the Treasurer that the deficit is not 
greater. We trust, however, that some earnest effort will be made to meet 
the present deficit of $650, and to provide the $2,500 needed to pay the stipends, 
due October 1, 1895, so that the work may not be hindered.

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BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND LAITY: 


We are gathered here this morning, pastors and people, of many 
and various cures, in a relation at once wider and more complex 
than that which ordinarily engages us, and which is therefgre to 
many of us, not unnaturally, of remoter if not lesser interest. I have 
often been asked if a Diocesan Convention might not wisely assem- 
ble once in two years, instead of annually; and it has been sug- 
gested that such an arrangement would give to our Diocesan work 
a certain element of stability of which the poe changes of 
annual legislation now deprive it. 

There is force in this, and it would be greater if our tendency 
here were, as it is not, to hasty legislation. But even in such a 
case it is well to remember that a Diocesan Convention is not merely, 
or largely, an occasion for legislation, but also and mainly the 
opportunity for rendering an account of our annual stewardship— 
you of yours, and I of mine. ‘‘It is a dull business,” says some- 
body, ‘‘this reading of reports—whether the Bishop reads his, or 
the Secretary and the Treasurer and the rest read theirs.” Yes, 
it is, my brother, if, in the reading of these various accounts of 
stewardship, you are so listless and indifferent as to what they tell 
you as to fail to recognize their higher meaning. You and I do 
not read perhaps the report of the Secretary of the Treasury or 
the Postmaster-General, but unless somebody did, and unless the 
situation which they-reveal were not, on the whole, a concern of 
citizens and legislators, the State and the nation would have cause 
sooner or later to regret it. 

It is not otherwise, | am persuaded, in the matter of our eccle- 
siastical citizenship ; and so I want, once for all, to ask your clear 
and considerate attention to all that we shall report to you during 
this Convention, from whatever source such reports may come.

In my own case, I am thankful to say the summary of what it 
has thus been my duty to make known to you, under the general 
title of my ‘‘ Official Acts,” is full of encouragement. During 
the past year the Church in the Diocese has maintained not only 
the vigor of its life, but has revealed that vigor by distinct advance 
all along the line. It would not have been surprising if, in view of 
the straitness of the times through which we have been passing, 
this had not been the case. If, indeed, because of this, we had 
been constrained, at least temporarily, to suspend some of our mis- 
sionary work, it would have been what some of us anticipated. But, 
instead of this, some of the rural archdeaconries have been enabled 
to enlarge their activities, and in all of them, so far as I am ad- 
vised, the ground already won has been firmly held. This has not 
been accomplished, however, without wide and generous codépera- 
tion and a self-sacrifice on the part of both clergy and laity which 
is worthy of most grateful mention. When it is remembered that 
we have been passing through an experience of wide-spread financial 
shrinkage and loss—a loss measured by figures which are at once 
startling and tragic in their proportions—we may well recognize 
most thankfully the cheerful readiness with which, with diminished 
incomes, and straitened resources in all our work, both pastors and 
people have faced and mastered the emergency. 

In our rural parishes, especially, this has been remarkable, and 
calls for especial recognition. The re-distribution of population 
here, as elsewhere, is one of the most conspicuous notes of our gen- 
eration. The phenomenal growth of cities, and this largely by im- 
migration from smaller communities, indicates a tendency which 
grows greater instead of less, and the end of which no man may 
venture to predict. The immediate effects of it, however, in the 
depletion of rural parishes, are plain enough, and are destined, I 
apprehend, to involve the grayest consequences to the work of the 
Church. I am quite free to say that, knowing as I do what this 
has meant in particular instances, I should not have been surprised 
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if I had been notified that 1t was impossible, in more than one cure, 
longer to maintain the work of the Church. The families that have 
gone out from these rural parishes and communities have, in many 
cases, been their chief support ; and there is, usually, no remotest 
prospect that they will be replaced by others of a like ability and 
attachment to the Church. It is precisely at this point that there 
has come to pass a remarkable development of force and energy to 
meet the situation. Recognizing that, whatever the Church may 
have been in the past as the home of a cultivated minority, she 
must widen her scope, and enlarge her sympathies and energies, 
there has been a very general movement, not alone in our cities, but 
elsewhere, towards the people, and an ingathering of these, the 
humblest and poorest, even more than others, which is full of the 
best significance. Not at once, indeed, nor easily, has this change 
come to pass. Some of our traditions, unhappily, are not friendly 
to the presence of the poor among our congregations, and in this 
matter undoubtedly the clergy have been, as indeed they ought to 
be, in advance of the laity. But I think it may safely be said to- 
day that, as never before, has the Church in this Diocese, and espe- 
cially in rural communities, risen to the height of its great office as 
the true home, the refuge, and succour of all sorts and conditions of 
men. I want with all my heart to thank those faithful, courageous, 
and self-sacrificing men, our Diocesan Missionaries, and the great 
body of our clergy and laity in almost all our parishes, to whose 
wisdom in recognizing a critical situation, and to whose unselfish 
and large-minded fidelity in meeting it, we owe so much. The 
Church cannot hope to be exempt from the vicissitudes which are a 
part of the experience even of celestial enterprises when they are 
conducted under human conditions, but it is matter for devout 
thankfulness if she can illustrate, in dealing with them, the wisdom, 
foresight, and courage that can convert them into means for her 
progress and enlargement. 

Of one form of such vicissitudes we are reminded by the sur- 
roundings in which we find ourselves to-day. You who have en- 
joyed its hospitality during successive Diocesan Conventions, will, 
I know, regret with me that it is the last time that we shall meet 
in thischurch. Since the last Convention, arrangements have been 
made for the consolidation of the Church of the Holy Trinity with 
St. James’ Church, and this building (unconsecrated, it may be 
well to mention) and its site are to be sold. There has been, con- 
cerning this whole matter, so much misapprehension in some quar- 
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ters, and in others so much of what [ should be sorry to account as 
deliberate misrepresentation, and, moreover, this particular instance 
of parochial consolidation is, in its chief aspects, so precisely typi- 

cal of others, that it is proper, in this connection, that something 
should be said in regard to it. 

With reference to the general policy of which it is a part there 
ought to be nothing obscure. No intelligent person who has 
studied the problems of the life and work of the Church in large 
cities can be in any doubt, I presume, as to the preéminent impor- 
tance of strong centres. The growth and permanence of the 
Church’s parochial life, and, still more, its aggressive power, depend 
largely upon them, and our painful record of extinct parishes is an 
enduring monument to the unwisdom of the hasty creation, and, 
still more, to the indiscriminate multiplication of feeble churches. 
No one, I am sure, can doubt the sincerity of that large hopefulness 
which originally led to the organization of such parishes, nor the 
generous tolerance of those in authority that consented to it. But 
as little can it be denied that, in more than one instance, those hopes 
have been shown to have had but a meagre warrant, and a policy of 
almost indiscriminate acquiescence in the multiplication of feeble 
parishes but scanty vindication. 

Be this, however, as it may, there can be no question as to the 
gravity of the situation as it has of late years come to pass among us, 
What has happened in this neighborhood has happened elsewhere. 
Churches in close proximity to each other have been multiplied out 
of all proportion to the demand of the Church’s ministrations ; and, 
as a consequence, the inevitable fluctuations of population, the 
change in those particular conditions that originally called them 
into being, the failure to realize earlier expectations on the basis of 
which they were loaded with large debts, have left them sorely, if 
not hopelessly, crippled. Under such circumstances there has been 
no alternative but for churches to remove from where they were not 
needed to a more favorable site, or to unite with some other parish. 
This parish has done the latter ; but, in most of the accounts that 
I have seen of its action, the fact has been carefully suppressed that 
another Holy Trinity is to be erected—not, as here, in a neighbor- 
hood close to the homes of wealth, but in a region on the East Side, 
crowded with tenement houses, and thronged with a population 
vastly denser than this; and that the new and spaciots church 
edifice will be adjoined by a noble parish house with every best 
convenience for the Church’s work. ‘The edifice to be erected will 
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bear the name of the Holy Trinity, and its pastor will be the Vicar 
of St. James’ Church, the older and senior parish. Two churches 
will thus be freed from oppressive and disabling debt, one strong 
and: well-endowed centre of Church work will be secured, and the 
number of those who will be provided for will not be diminished, but 
greatly increased. This, I venture to think, is a sound ecclesiastical 
policy in the matter of Church extension, and it is one which, m 
the few instances in which it has been adopted, has abundantly 
vindicated its wisdom. The Church ought, indeed, to be slow to 
surrender positions of which she has once taken possession, and, 
viewed on the whole, her course in this particular is thoroughly 
creditable. But as little ought she to persist in holding them 
under conditions which are fatal to her best activities. Such a 
policy would have left St. George’s Church surrounded by stores 
and warehouses, and without a constituency. <A different one has 
placed it where, under far different conditions from those which 
planted it, it is doing to-day its largest work. The true principle 
which should govern the whole matter is that of a reverence which 
is not mere sentimentalism, and a comprehensive vision which 
shall recognize the greatest good of the greatest number. ‘The 
time may not often come when the sale or removal of a church 
edifice and its site shall be warranted ; but when it does come, it 
should surely and sufficiently be provided by some safeguards more 
adequate than we would seem as yet to have secured; that its 
removal should mean the strengthening and enlargement, not the 
extinction, of its work, and, still more, that the alienation of its 
property from those uses to which it was consecrated—the cure of 
souls in this great and spiritually needy city—should be rendered 
practically impossible. A regiment in action may, from time to 
time, wisely change its point of attack; but without dishonor it 
may not abandon the field. 

So much for losses and vicissitudes which a prudent foresight may 
at least partially contrive to convert into greater gains. ‘There are 
other losses, however, which are irreparable, and these during the 
past year have been unusually numerous. Death has taken from us 
ten of our clergy and a still larger number of our faithful laity, whose 
places cannot easily be filled. Of the former there have departed :

Of these, the Rev. Mr. French was easily the senior, both in age 
and in his term of service in the ministry. That ministry extended 
all the way from his earlier experiences as a member of the com- 
munity at Vale Crucis in North Carolina, nearly half a century 
ago, to-those others, no less memorable, and far more fruitful, I ven- 
ture to think, which made up his long and honorable record as a 
city missionary on Blackwell’s Island. ‘That record, if it could be 
written, would be one of the most interesting and affecting in all 
the annals of the Church. How the poor loved him, and how he 
loved and served them ! Those who witnessed his funeral will never 
forget the demonstrations of a grief by which few men in our gen- 
eration have been followed to their graves. 

Dr. Higenbrodt, who was only a little the junior of Mr. French, 
had known no other Dioceses than those-originally witbin the bounds 
of this, in which he began his ministry, and in which, as pastor, 
professor, secretary of this Convention, and of other important 
bodies, he gave, with singular and unwearied devotion, the best en- 
deavors of his life. The history of the Diocese of New York for 
more than a quarter of a century is interwoven with his various 
activities ; and the Church in this city is his large debtor for con- 
stant, cheerful, and largely unremunerated services. 

These brethren, when called away from us, were of ripe age and 
full of years; but it came to. many of us with a strange shock to 
hear that the Rev. Dr. Arthur Brooks, in the prime of life and in 
the strong maturity of his rare and varied powers, had died while 
on his homeward way froma foreign land. As Rector of the Church 
of the Incarnation, Dr. Brooks had endeared himself to a large and 
devoted circle of friends as a preacher of singular ability, a pastor 
of most tender and tireless ministries, and a friend of most trans- 
parent and beautiful soul. In the Diocese he was less widely 
known, but known always to be, even by those from whom in 
opinion he was most widely separated, increasingly honored and 
respected. Honored, for he himself was’the soul of honor; and 
respected, for his was a mind so just, a judgment so wise, a temper 
so generous, that they could not but compel respect. The com- 
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munity has lost in him a most loyal and useful citizen, and the 
Church a most fearless and faithful son. 

The Rev. Dr. Olmstead and the Rev. Mr. Gesner represented 
each the best type of the rural pastor, the one learned, thoughtful, 
and retiring, and the other singularly guileless, benignant, and 
unwearied, and each will long be remembered by those to whom they 
gave themselves unfalteringly to the end. The Rey. Mr. Burke 
was a man of exceptional scholarship and much simplicity, and in 
the Rey. Messrs. Thompson and Hebbard the Church has to mourn 
the loss of many excellent gifts, and the close of a career, in the 
case of the latter, tragically ended in a most mysterious way.

Men of various gifts, and discharging, most of them, responsible 
trusts, but all of them worthy of grateful mention and affectionate 
remembrance as loyal and faithful sons of the Church in this city 
and Diocese. 
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Beyond our own borders, as we may not forget, the Church has 
lost : 

The Right Rev. M. A. DeWolfe Howe, D.D., Bishop of Central 
Pennsylvania. 

The Right Rev. W. B. Howe, D.D., Bishop of South Carolina. 

The Right Rev. E. 8. Thomas, D.D., Bishop of Kansas. 

The Right Rey. D. B. Knickerbacker, D.D., Bishop of Indiana. 

Bishop Knickerbacker was a son of New York, ordained in this 
Diocese, and first laboring here with marked usefulness and success. 
He was one of those Eastern men whom transplantation enlarged 
and strengthened ; and, like his brother, the late Bishop of Kansas, 
a native of Rhode Island, and a man of rare charm of character and 
of fine philosophic insight, demonstrated in the West the possession 
of many excellent gifts, by which the Church under his care was 
enriched and multiphed. 

The two Bishops Howe were both New England men, though, 
not, I think, of kin. He of South Carolina began his work there 
long before the war, and ended it amid anxieties which only proved 
his quiet courage, his fidelity to his deepest convictions, and his 
large love of Christ’s flock of whatever race or hue. 

The late Bishop of Central Pennsylvania was the pastor of my 
boyhood, the friend and biographer of my father, and one of my 
own earliest counsellors and teachers. As such, I am no impartial 
witness concerning his character and episcopate. A sermon of his, 
from the text ‘‘ Young man, I say unto thee arise,” which helped 
to turn the whole of a young man’s life, there is one, at least, who 
ean never forget, and who may not be denied from laying here 
upon his new-made grave the offering of his grateful love and 
homage. 

These ever-recurring bereavements, dear brethren, are a part of 
our common discipline, and we cannot afford to miss both their 
nearer and their larger significance. Men die—nor only men. 
Issues die, also, and others take their places. That fond and 
regretful memory which turns so lovingly to vanished forms and 
faces, turns no less to social, civic, ecclesiastical conditions which 
seemed so serene and well ordered, but which, alas! we cannot hope 
to recall or reproduce. With a new age there come, not only new 
men, but new crises, and the wisdom of the Church will be to rec- 
ognize their existence, and frankly and courageously to accept 
their demands. A year ago in this place I spoke of some of them 
which concern our social structure, and which are a product of 
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those strange and difficult conditions of which our fathers never 
dreamed, and which the wisest of them never could have antici-: 
pated. But there are others, concerning most of all our ecclesi- 
astical life, which to us here, at any rate, must needs be of 
preéminent concern, and which we may not pretend to ignore. 
Conspicuous, if not foremost, among them is that wide-spread un- 
rest accompanied, in quarters geographically and ecclesiastically 
the most remote, by an earnest and simultaneous longing for the re- 
union of the several portions of Christ’s flock throughout the world. 
I may not attempt to trace their history here, but no one of us can 
be unmindful of their expressions both in other lands and in our 
own. A venerable ecclesiasticism incarnated in the person of a 
venerable and engaging prelate in the Vatican has lately breathed 
them out in terms of devout longing to which we must all respond ; 
and the head of Anglican Christendom has answered that plaintive 
if somewhat vague utterance, in words which are verily both timely 
and wise. ‘They are most timely, I think, for surely the times were 
never so ripe for the lessons which they enforce, and they are most 
wise, for they lift a matter much obscured by amiable sentiment 
and by a reactionary temper into its true hight. Never before, I 
believe, has Christendom been so impatient of the things that 
divide it—I wish that I were at liberty to speak here of the strange 
and startling confirmation of this which came to me not long ago 
when visiting those Oriental Churches whose temper has been sup- 
posed to be the least friendly and fraternal—and never were the 
hearts of men, at any rate throughout the Anglo-Saxon world, so 
widely or deeply stirred with a desire to be not only of one faith, 
but of one fellowship and one order in Jesus Christ. 

In our Anglo-Saxon world, I say, and I do so with a distinct 
purpose. If such a movement as that to which I have referred 
were only or mainly apparent among other races and Churches 
than that of which you and I are members, the fact would be of 
far inferior consequence. For, in this whole discussion we want to 
hold on to one postulate concerning which there cannot be any con- 
siderable room for doubt. There have been great races and national-,_ 
ities that have been foremost in the world’s history and in the shap- 
ing of its civil or ecclesiastical policies in other days. There can 
be none as to that which is foremost to-day. What is true of the 
tongue which you and I speak to-day, is true of the literature, the 
interests, the intellectual, social, moral, and religious movements 
and enterprises of which it is the expression. ‘They are in the

front of the great movement of humanity, and are destined, I 
believe, increasingly to be so. We may cling fondly, some of us, 
to the idea of keeping in touch with what is called the ‘‘ Christian- 
ity of the West,” by which phrase is meant its Latinized and practi- 
cally Italian form ; but that other and truer Western Christianity 
which redeemed our fathers from the domination of an Italian 
prelate, which gave Christianity to this Republic, and which 
breathes in all the spirit of its free institutions and its primitive 
and scriptural faith and worship, is the Christianity with which 
we will have, whatever its divisions to-day, chiefly to reckon, even 
as from it we have most to hope. 

It is in this spirit and with this conviction that the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the venerated head of that communion which em- 
braces the majority of English-speaking people throughout the 
world, has lately spoken in a pastoral letter. We may well hail it 
as a most needed and opportune message, and I am thankful that 
it comes to me in season to quote from it here. 

‘* A desire for sympathy among classes,” says the Archbishop, 
‘‘for harmony among nations, above all for reunion in Christen- 
dom, is a characteristic of our time. We recognise the fact. We 
cannot fail to find in it a call to renewed faith in the Mission of the 
Church, and to more strenuous labour for the realisation of Christ’s 
bequest of peace. 

‘¢ We therefore commend this call to the candid thought and 
prayers of ‘all who love the Lord Jesus in uncorruptness.’ We 
know that our divisions are a chief obstacle to the progress of His 
Gospel. And we accept the many expressions of anxiety to be 
delivered from them as a sign among us of God’s purpose at the 
present time. 

«The Official Letter of the Bishops of the Anglican Com- 
munion assembled in Conference at Lambeth in 1878, already sug- 
gested ‘the Observance throughout our Communion of a Season of 
Prayer for the Unity of Christendom,’ as well as intercession for 
the enlargement of Christ’s Kingdom. The Lambeth Conference of 
1888 ‘commended this matter of Reunion to the special prayers of 
all Christian people, both within and (so far as it might rightly do 
so) without our Communion,’ in preparation for opportunities of 
further action. Similar desires have been expressed by Eastern 
Churches. Conferences have been held between leading men of 
various communities. Almost all Christian bodies known among 
us, including the Roman Communion, have, by their heads, re- 
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quested that prayers should be offered this last Whitsuntide for 
grace to attain so great a consummation. 

ace l h thanbenitess to The One Spirit for these manifold signs of 
His operation, the whole Christian Church will consider both the 
duty of continued movement towards this Divine end, and will also 
mark all forms of action likely to hinder or invalidate such move- 
ment. Peril there would be to us in any haste which would sacri- 
fice part of our trust, and in any narrowness which would limit our 
vision of Christendom. 

‘The expansion in late years of our knowledge of the religious 
spirit and work of the past, the revived and cultivated love of 
primitive order, and the enthusiasm for repairing failure or careless- 
ness in the acknowledgement of things divine, have yielded happy 
results ; and yet we cannot conceal from ourselves that, owing to 
the attractiveness of appearances (rather than of realities), some 
things have been introduced among us which find no true place in 
the religious life of the English Church. Evidence of this appears 
in the introduction of manuals for teaching and of observances 
which do not even halt at medizvalism, but merely produce modern 
Roman innovations in ritual and doctrine. 

‘On the other hand, while the stern love of truth is still our 
inheritance from our fathers of the Reformation, there is some 
danger lest we should forget that every age does and ought to shed 
new lights on truth. To refuse to admit such hght and its in- 
herent warmth, is to forfeit the power of seeing things as they are 
and to lose the vigour of growth. It is in fact to limit ourselves 
finally to a conventional use of hard formulas. 

‘¢ The aspiration after Unity, if it be intelligent, is a vast one. 
It cannot limit itself to restoring what is pictured of past outward 
unity. It must take account of Eastern Churches, of non-episcopal 
Reformed Churches and bodies, on the Continent, at home, and 
among the multiplying populations of the New World, as well as of 
the Hieber aa of Asia and Africa under extraordinarily varying 
conditions. 

“The Roman Communion, in which Western Christendom once 
found Unity, has not proved itself capable of retaining its hold on 
nations which were all its own. 

‘«¢ At this moment it invites the English people into reunion with 
itself, in apparent unconsciousness of the position and history of 
the English Church. It parades before us modes of worship and 
rewards of worship the most repugnant to Teutonic Christendom 
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and to nations which have become readers of the Bible. For the 
unquestioned kindliness which now invites our common prayers, 
already gladly offered, we are thankful. All Christian Churches 
must rejoice in the manifestation of a spirit of love. The tenderness 
of unteigned Christian Charity can never be wasted. But this 
happy change of tone, and the transparent sincerity of the appeal, 
make the inadequacy of its conception of Unity more patent. 
Recognition might have lent a meaning to the mention of reunion. 
But, otherwise, what is called reunion would not only be our fare- 
well to all other Christian races, all other Churches, but we are to 
begin by forgetting our own Church, by setting aside truth regained 
through severe sacrifice, cherished as our very life, and believed by 
us to be the necessary foundation of all union. Union solid and 
permanent can be based only on the common acknowledgement of 
truth. 

‘*On the other hand, history appears to be forcing upon the 
Anglican Communion an unsought position, an overwhelming duty 
from which it has hitherto shrunk. It has no need to state or to 
apologise for this. ‘Thinkers not of its own fold have boldly fore- 
shadowed the obligation which must lie upon it towards the divided 
Churches of East and West. 

‘* By its Apostolic creed and constitution, by the primitive 
Scriptural standards of its doctrine and ritual, by its living Catho- 
licity and sober freedom, by its existence rooted in the past, and on 
the whole identified with education and with progress, by its abso- 
lute abstention from foreign ‘political action, by its immediate and 
intense responsibilities for the Christianity of its own spreading and 
multiplying race and of its subject races, it seems not uncertainly 
marked by God to bring the parted Churches of Christ to a better 
understanding and closer fellowship.” 

It is in the hight of such words, brethren and fathers, that our 
duty, which is our great opportunity, confronts us to-day. It will 
be easy to miss it by importing into the quite sufficiently clear and 
definite terms of the Lambeth Declaration a construction which at 
once misses their Catholic meaning and defeats their original pur- 
pose. It will be easy to deny to others without the Church, a lib- 
erty of interpretation concerning them which no man can pretend 
that we have denied to ourselves. It will be easy, in one word, 
having begun a great and noble work in a large and generous spirit, 
to draw back from it in an ignoble and narrow one. But, for one, 
I ‘hope better things of a Church which, thus far, has so wisely 
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guarded her essentials in faith and order, and which, despite occa- 
sional aberrations and defects, the more noticeable because so rare, 
holds to them to-day, so far as the great body of her clergy and 
people are concerned, with undiminished loyalty and devotion, 
There are some of us who, from time to time, are disturbed by the 
echoes cf a lawless and reactionary or of an over-critical and skep- 
tical temper among us. But the Church as a whole in this land 
has no smallest sympathy with either of these tendencies, and its 
constituted authorities may safely be trusted to instruct or rebuke 
them as the occasion may demand. It will not be afraid of the 
light, nor of those endeavors of a reverent scholarship which our 
own pastoral has lately commended to us, to turn its rays on any 
and all of those foundations in Holy Scripture upon whose most 
certain warrant our faith rests. If these could fail us, it would be 
time to talk of a reconstruction of the creeds. It is because we 
know with such undisturbed assurance that they cannot, that we 
have for any and every endeavor of critical scrutiny only the most 
unperturbed welcome. 

If there is anywhere any new light, we will not be afraid of it. 
It is they who are themselves a prey to doubt, who most of all dread 
lest the twilight of their timorous faith shall be disturbed by 
opening the shutters. A fearless candor should be a note of the 
Church, whether in the love of the truth or in the love of the 
brethren. That God has given us that truth through the infinite 
mystery and miracle of the Incarnation of His Son, we rejoice to 
know; that He has revealed to us that love through the passion 
and sacrifice of His Cross, we have yet increasingly to learn. Not 
through any system which denies to man the due exercise of his 
God-given powers under the guidance and enlightenment of the 
Holy Spirit and in reverent submission to the voice of primitive 
and scriptural authority, but in a fellowship which marries humility 
to learning, and faith to knowledge, is the hope of the future. By 
that faith, as yet we must walk; and we may well beware of a 
temper which is over-critical on the one hand, or over-dogmatic on 
the other. Itis Athanasius* ‘‘ who often figures in popular contro- 
versy as the typical dogmatist. Yet it is Athanasius who says, 
‘Nor must we ask why the Word of God is not such as our word 
nor again is it right to seek how the Word is from God or 
how He is God’s radiance, or how God begets, or what is the

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manner of His begetting. For a man must be beside himself to 
venture on such points, since a thing ineffable and proper to God’s 
nature and known to Him alone and to the Son, this such an one 
demands to have explained in words.’ ” * 

The counsel is of enduring application, dear brethren, in all 
our controversies and speculations. Our passion for over-precise 
and minute construction and definition must needs have its mani- 
fold limitations, both for the trial of our faith and for the great- 
ening and deepening of our charity. 

In such a temper then let us arise to our great opportunity, and 
seek worthily to improve it. If we would call ourselves the Amer- 
ican Church, let us pray God for such enlargement of our vision, 
and most of all of our affections, as shall make it the refuge of all 
doubting and storm-tossed souls, the true mother of rich and poor, 
of the seeker after truth and the finder of it, of the saintly soul and 
the returning prodigal alike, all walking in its light, and fed with 
its immortal bread.

This church, with a séating capacity of about five hundred, has been, by the liberal policy 
of its Vestry, for twenty years past free for the use of all who desired to worship God according 
to the order of the Book of Common Prayer. It was not incorporated as a free church, nor 
became such by any gift or endowment received for the purpose. The pews, originally owned 
by individuals, were reconveyed to the Vestry unconditionally to avoid payment of ground rent, 
or bid in at public sale for non-payment of such rent. The title to the pews being thusin the 
Vestry, they had at any time the right to sell or rent them, and the offer of them for the free use 
of the church public was entirely a matter of courtesy, and not of obligation attaching either to 
this building or to any other to which the corporation might remove the services. 

The devotion of this church to the free use of the people, with the fullest exercise of hospi- 
tality on the part of the Vestry and congregation, and the unfailing readiness of the Rector to be 
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of any possible use to any one, rich or poor, remote or near—‘‘ barbarian, Scythian, bond or 
free’’—who might desire the service of his ministry, has not met with such acceptance and 
response as in the judgment of the Vestry justified them in continuing their unassisted efforts 
for the maintenance of their parochial work. The church long since ceased to be frequented 
by a congregation of pecuniary substance. The corporation was without endowment or external 
aid of any kind, and the mission work which it had for many years prosecuted so far as its means 
would permit, and for which it was earnestly desirous of preserving the church, could not be 
maintained without an income which they did not possess, and which, after careful and ade- 
quate investigation, they were assured that they had no reasonable ground to expect. The in- 
crease of their annual deficiencies, and the steady decrease in the number of those whose gener- 
osity had hitherto been only sufficient to meet them, seemed to evince the wisdom of recognizing, 
before it should be quite too late, the hopelessness of the struggle in which they were en- 
gaged. They had been long sustained by the consciousness that they were engaged in a werk 
of faith, but they could not feel that such faith obliged them to ignore the teachings of experi- 
ence and common sense. Under these circumstances, the unanimous judgment of the Vestry 
was that it had become necessary that the property should be sold—if possible in such a way 
as to preserve the building for the use of another congregation of the Church. 

With the efforts which were made to realize this possibility, the reasons which precluded 
it, and the grounds on which the property was not disposed of at private sale, it would be 
improper to encumber this report. It is sufficient to say—if so much may be permitted—that 
the course pursned by the Vestry in these respects .has been such as, in their best judgment, 
appeared to be in accordance with their duty, and within the range of their just and lawful 
rights. All things considered, they thought it best to suffer the foreclosure of a mortgage, 
legally and canonically covering the property, overdue in principal and interest, and which no 
one seemed disposed to discharge ; and under the decree in this proceeding the property was 
sold for about $120,000, on the 26th of February in the present year, possession to be given on 
May ist. This involved the at least temporary suspension of services, and the removal of those 
befitments around which clustered the more particularly sacred associations of the place, and 
which are being reverently cared for. 

What course will ultimately be pursued by the corporation is not yet finally determined. 
Provision has been made as far as possible for the pastoral care of those who were connected 
with the parish. The facility with which the services and ministrations of the Church can 
be obtained in the neighborhood, and the freedom with which members of the church are accus- 
tomed to please themselves in the use of such facilities, have, however, made some abatement 
in the consciousness of pastoral responsibility in this matter. The discharge of the debts and 
obligations of the corporation leaves a surplus of between forty and fifty thousand dollars, 
which seems to be insufficient to justify the resumption of parochial work. This has led the 
Vestry to entertain the idea of devoting the surplus to some proper church object, within their 
legal right of choice, for the constitution of an Annunciation Fund, to perpetuate the memory 
of the church and its founder and first rector. They formed the purpose of making this foun- 
dation in the General Theological Seminary ; not only because of the associations of this parish 
with that institution, but because they thought the fund would nowhere better or more endur- 
ingly promote the benefit of the Church as a whole. The opposition which has been made 
to this course, and the strictures which have been passed upon it, and upon those who planned 
it, have caused them to postpone their action until they shall have had opportunity fully to 
hear and deliberately to consider what is to be said against it. The fact that they are not 
deeply impressed with either the justice or the charity of the reflections made upon them will 
not hinder them from endeavoring to make their final determination in the fear of God, and 
with respectful consideration of all that is justly due to their brethren.

On May 20, 1894. St. John’s Church opened, for afternoon service and Sunday-school, the 
chapel built by Mrs. W. F. Cochran, at Livingston Avenue and Morris Street (the site of the new 
church), and the work was placed under the care of the Rey. James E. Freeman, Assistant of 
St. John’s. So rapid was the development, of both the schoo] and congregation, that in October 
of the same year a morning service was inaugurated. A Dorcas Society was also formed, which 
greatly increased the usefulness and vigor of the congregation. In the early winter it became 
apparent that to meet the demands of the increasing interest, a larger building would be neces™ 
sary, and again Mrs. Cochran met the demand by volunteering to erect a memorial church. 

Drawings were prepared and submitted to the trustees of the chapel, and the work of build- 
ing began on April 15, 1895. On the same day articles of incorporation were drawn up, and 
a vestry elected, and the Rev. James E. Freeman called to be the Rector of the new parish. The 
corner-stone of the church was laid on June 4, 1895, by the Right Rev. Henry C. Potter, Bishop 
of New York. <A rectory is also in the course of erection. All of the furnishings of the 
church, including brass pulpit and lectern and Caen stone font and mosaic altar, together with 
brass altar desks, Bible, service and Prayer Books, have been donated. The chureh is to be con- 
secrated on All Saints’ Day, 1895.

As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834 ; 
October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1843 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each 
year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the 
time being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shall do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention, 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation: and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth im any Col- 
lege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Diocese for the period of six months immediately prea e the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his 
inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI, 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention, His duty 
shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. It shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. | 


ARTICLE VIL 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shali 
be valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or , Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only; butno Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a plage on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur-_ 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal. 


CANON II. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Suc. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared by the Bishop, or incase there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon. 
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Sec. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Src. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded. 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of .the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen.is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
‘Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, sha!1 there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Sxc. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, tha evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Sec. 6. In case of a contested right toa seat in the Convention: 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Sec. 7. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
be appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Olerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements. 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. ‘The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person ~ 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as. 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. 


Src. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled co vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to. 
represent. 
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Sec. 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Seo. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smailer number may adjourn from day to day. 


Sec. 12. If tae President ez officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 


Sec. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. 


Sec. 14. He snall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
(anon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 

Seo. 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct 
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that the members proceed to vote for a President, as provided in 
Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. 
The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention organized 
for business. 


Sec. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Src. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON III, 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. | 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church asa Purish into Union with the Church in this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Src. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention ; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Hpiscopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
_of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Convention to prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


Sec, 2. (I.) No upplication for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
be by such Committee 4xamined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention. 
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Src. 3. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish. Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just ; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission. 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Sec. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) tothe General Theological 
Seminary, together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. 


Src. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 
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Seo. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI. 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Sec. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. | 


Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 

Ssc. 3. Incase of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Src. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Suc. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; 
the name of each adult baptized ; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each » 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as

nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall 2'so keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Sec. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Convention, 
ts the Bishop ‘of the Diccese, or, when there is no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the number of Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that. 
may tbrow light on the state of the same. 


Src. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


Src. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan 
Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with the 
bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 


CANON VIIL. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon * thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be presented to the 
General Convention. 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Hlections. 


SEC. 1. Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, 
may be dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention.. 


* Canon XX., Sec. 5, Title I. 
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And when an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 


SEC. 2. The mode of conducting the nominations and elections 
of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, 
shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Soeecen may send to the Secretary, in 
writing, on or before the first day of the meeting thereof, nomina- 
tions, Abiea by himself, for the Standing Committee, for Clerical 
and Lay Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and for members of the Federate Council. All names so 
sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot, on 
which the names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After 
each list of nominations as many blank spaces shall be left as there 
are vacancies to be filled. These blanks may be tilled by any voter. 
The voter shall mark an X at the right of the name of each person 
for whom he yotes. On the first ballot these ballots only shall be 
used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which 
more names are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and 
the number of vacancies to be filled shall be printed on each 
ballot. 

The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, near the entrance to the Convention, on which 
shall be posted the nominations so received, and also the names of 
the present members of the Standing Committee, Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and Deputies to the 
Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Sec. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
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tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall ~ 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Depnu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 


Src. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. 


Src. 8. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 
designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in like manner designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the imability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 


CANON XI, 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. | 
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CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Szc. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 


Sxc. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
po sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Ssc. 8. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 


Sec. 4. Should astated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Src. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of the same 
shall be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi-’ 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such 


vacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
‘pointed under the preceding section. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Parish 
shall be formed, or new Church or’ Chapel be established, or new 
Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or Congregation be changed without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall net 
be taken until previous notice has been given, and due proof thereof 
furnished the Committee by the parties moving therefor, to the 
Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Congregations whose 
places of public worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the 
new place of worship, nor until at least one month has been allowed 
such Rectors and Vestries to present any objections they may have. 

In places where the Church is not established, the written con- 
sent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the 
formaticn of a new parish. 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Sec. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
“‘The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
corporation.shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 7 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
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the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contrib=tion shal] have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. ; 


Src. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


Src. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI. 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sno. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to 
provide for necessary expenses. 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conven- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergy- 
man in the Diocese. The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


Sc. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 
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CANON XVII. ; 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other-. 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and. 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religious and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the. 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the. 
offerings are to be apphed. 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled 
“The Protestant. Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source. 


Sec. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so. 
that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src, 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 
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(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Sec, 3. (I1.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5. The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. 


(1I.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish, elected in such manner as the By-laws of the Archdea- 
conry may direct. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] 
to search out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct 
and provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities and the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [3] to make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] 
in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 


(1V.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 


annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
17 
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Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Sec. 4, (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and ‘Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : 


a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 
b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. ! 


(III.) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 
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Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Suc. 1. Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Sxc. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
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recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. | 


Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds: 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter be 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


3d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen 
of the Diocese, together with any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


Src. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to receive 
applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled to 
receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to apply 
such relief or assistance as follows: 


ist. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 


limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made — 


to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


—. 


* ««(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«*, . . (0) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

‘‘ With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 
. . . In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

“1, That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

“2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall 
from time to time adopt. 


2d. As to the funds for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
and for facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen, to 
apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886, and subject also to such further rules and regu- 
lations as said Trustees, with the approbation of this Convention, 
shall from time to time adopt. 


SEc. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congze- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on the 
Sunday next before or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the three 
funds, be apportioned equally among the said three funds. The 
annual collection, herein provided for, shall, in the absence of 
special designation of any portion thereof by the donors, be applied 
by said Trustees in such proportion as from time to time they shall 
deem best, to the fund for facilitating Life Insurance by Clergymen 
and to the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen. The 
Treasurer shall keep a separate account of each of the said three 
funds, and all moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested 
and held in trust by the said Trustees. 

Sec. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for.

CANON XX. 
Of the Trial of a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become “liable to presentment and trial,’ under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Sec. 1. The trial shall be ona presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman accordingly. 


Src. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shah not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power ta 
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adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Src. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. ‘ 


Src. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number wil] attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide all questions. 


Seo. 5. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Sec. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shail not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Szc. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced, 


SEc. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may 
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appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness, 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
person on whom the notice shall be served shaJl reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distance. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shall be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid, 


Src. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be pronounced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
hivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. ; 


Sc. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or 
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paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI1. 
Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Conventicn, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 


RULES OF ORDER. 


I. Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shal] 
be as follows : 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy 
eutitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certfied to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 10. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint three Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 

(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. | 

(8) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen.~ and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, four Clergymen and four Laymen. 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate Council, 
and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention. 

8. The Receiving and Referring of Reports, as follows : 

(1) Report of the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Churches, and the Admission of Parishes into Union with the 
Convention. 

(2) Report of the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocese, 

(8) Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen: 
and appointment of Trustees. 

(4) Report of the New York City Mission Society. 

(5) Report of the Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City and 

Port of New York. 
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(6) Report of St, Stephen’s College. 

(7) Report of Society for promoting Religion and Learning. 

(8) Report of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and election of Trus- 
tees. , 

(9) Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and supplying vacan- 
cies, if any, in the Trustees. | 

9. Miscellaneous business. 

II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shall 
be : 

1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4, Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

5. The Election of the Standirg Committee, the Deputies to the Federate 
Council, and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention. 

6. Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order. 

7. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer, 

8. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Report. 

10. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

il. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

12. Report of the Committee on Canons. 

13. Reports of Special Committees. 

14. Miscellaneous business. 

III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 

1. Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling the names of members not present before. 

4, Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order. 

5, Miscellaneous business. 

IV. If the prescribed order’of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached, or shall be pending, on the preceding day, and 
in the order for that day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous _ 
business. 

V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair ; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro- 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Hpisco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trusteunder the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 p.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 74 to 10 p.m. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
of filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is - 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII. No member may speak more than twice cn the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every memBer present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question, being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than orce without leave of the Con- 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer.

§ 30. The Meeting for Incorporation.—Notice of a meeting 
for the purpose of incorporating an unincorporated Protestant Epis- 
copal parish or congregation, and of electing the first church- 
wardens and vestrymen thereof, shall specify the object, time, and 
place of such meeting, and shall be made public for at least two 
weeks prior to such meeting, either by open reading of such notice 
in time of divine service, at the usual place of worship of such 
parish or congregation, or by posting the same conspicuously on the 
outer door of such place of worship. 
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Only men of full age, who have been regular attendants at the 
worship of such parish or congregation and contributors to the 
support thereof for one year next prior to such meeting, or since 
the establishment of such parish or congregation, shall be qualified 
to vote at such meeting. 

The presence of at least six persons qualified to vote thereat, shall 
be necessary to constitute a quorum of such meeting. The action 
of the meeting upon any matter or question shall be decided by a 
majority of the qualified voters voting thereon, a quorum being 
present. 

The officiating minister, or, if there be none, or he shall be neces- 
sarily absent, any other person qualified to vote at the meeting, who 
is called to the chair, shall preside thereat. Such presiding officer 
shall receive the votes, be the judge of the qualifications of voters, 
and declare the result of the votes cast at such meeting. 

The polls of the meeting shall remain open for one hour, or 
longer, in the discretion of the presiding officer, or, if required, by a 
vote of a majority of the voters present. 

The meeting shall decide whether such unincorporated parish or 
congregation shall become incorporated. If such decision be in 
favor of incorporation, such meeting shall decide upon the name of 
the proposed corporation ; what secular day of the week beginning 
with the first Sunday in Advent, shall be the date of the regular 
annual election of such corporation ; whether the vestrymen thereof 
shall be three, six or nine; and shall elect by ballot from the per- 
sons qualified to be voters thereat, who have been baptized, one-third 
of the number of vestrymen so decided upon to hold office until the 
first annual meeting of the corporation to be held thereafter, one- 
third of such number, to hold office until one year after such annual 
meeting, and one-third of such number, to hold office until two years" 
after such annual meeting ; and shall elect from such qualified voters 
who are communicants in the Protestant Episcopal Church, two 
persons to be churchwardens thereof, one to hold office until such 
annual meeting and one to hold office until one year after such 
annual meeting. 


§ 31. The Certificates of Incorporation.—If such meeting 
shall decide in favor of incorporation and comply with the next 
preceding section, the presiding officer of such meeting and at least 
two other persons present and voting thereat, shall execute and 
acknowledge a certificate of incorporation setting forth : 


ACT FOR THE INCORPORATION OF CHURCHES. Qt 


1. The fact of the calling and holding of such meeting ; 

2. The name of the corporation as decided upon thereat ; 

3. The county, and the town, city, or village, in which its prin- 
cipal place of worship is, or is intended to be located ; 

4, The day of the week, commencing with the first Sunday in 
Advent, upon which the annual elections of the corporation shall 
be held ; 

5. Thenumber of vestrymen decided upon at such meeting ; 

6. The names of the vestrymen elected at such meeting and the 
term of office of each ; 

7. The names of the churchwardens elected at such meeting and 
the term of office of each. 

On filing such certificate in the office of the clerk of the county, 
so specified therein, the members of such parish or congregation 
and the persons qualified to vote at such meeting, and the persons 
who shall thereafter, from time to time, be qualified voters at the 
corporate meetings thereof, shall be a corporation, by the name 
stated in such certificate, and the persons so elected churchwardens 
and vestrymen, shall be its churchwardens and vestrymen for the 
terms therein stated respectively. 

Such corporation shall be an incorporated church, and may be 
termed also an incorporated parish. 


§ 32. Corporate trustees; vestry; powers and duties 
thereof.—The churchwardens and vestrymen of an incorporated 
Protestant Episcopal parish or church, together with the rector 
- thereof, if any, shall be the trustees of the corporation, and shall 
also constitute the vestry of.the parish. 

No meeting of the vestry or trustees shall be held unless either 
all the members thereof are present, or three days’ notice thereof 
shall be given to each member thereof by the rector personally or 
in writing to each member thereof, or, if there be no rector, or he be 
_ Incapable of acting, by one of the churchwardens; except that 
twenty-four hours’ notice of the first meeting of the vestry or trus- 
tees, after an annual election, shall be sufficient. 

To constitute a quorum of the vestry or board of trustees, there 
must be present either : 

1. The rector, at least one of the churchwardens, and a majority 
of the vestrymen, or 

2. The rector, both churchwardens, and one less than a majority 
of the vestrymen, or

3. If the rector be absent from the diocese, and shall have been so 
absent for over four calendar months, or if the meetings be called 
by the rector and he be absent therefrom, or be incapable of acting, 
one churchwarden and a majority of the vestrymen, or both church- 
wardens and one less than a majority of the vestrymen. 

But if there be a rector of the parish, no measure shall be taken, — 
in his absence, in any case, for effecting the sale or disposition of the 
real property of the corporation, nor for the sale or disposition of 
the capital or principal of the personal property of the corporation, 
nor shall any act be done which shall impair the rights of such 
rector. 

The presiding officer of the vestry or trustees shall be the rector, 
or, if there be none, or he be absent, the churchwarden who shall be 
called to the chair by a majority of the votes, if both the church- 
wardens be present; or the churchwarden present, if but one be 
present. 

At each meeting of the vestry or trustees each member thereof 
shall be entitled to one vote. . 

The vestry shall have power to fill a vacancy occurring in the 
office of a churchwarden or vestryman by death, resignation or 
otherwise than by expiration of term, until the next annual election, 
at which, if such vacancy would continue thereafter, it shall be 
filled for the remainder of the unexpired term. 

The vestry may, subject to the canons of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States, and of the diocese in which the 
parish or church is situated, by a majority vote elect a rector to fill 
a vacancy occurring in the rectorship of the parish, and may fix 
the salary or compensation of the rector. 


§ 33. Annual elections of incorporated Protestant Epis- 
copal parishes.—The annual election of a Protestant Episcopal 
parish, hereafter incorporated, shall be held on the secular day in 
the week commencing with the first Sunday in Advent, designated » 
-in its certificate of incorporation. The annual election of an 
incorporated Protestant Episcopal parish or church heretofore 
incorporated, shall be held on the day fixed for such annual meeting, 
by or in pursuance of law, or if no such date be so fixed, then on 
the Monday next after the first Sunday in Advent. 

Notice of such annual election shall be read by the rector of the 
parish, or, if there be none, or he be absent, by the officiating minis- 
ter or by a churchwarden thereof on each of the two Sundays next 
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preceding such election, in the time of divine service, or if, for any 
reason, the usual place of worship of the parish be not open for the 
divine service, the notice shall be posted conspicuously on the outer 
door of the place of worship for two weeks next preceding the 
meeting. 

Such notice shall specify the place, day, and hour of holding 
the meeting, the name and term of office of each churchwarden 
and vestryman whose term of office shall then expire, or whose 
office shall then be vacant for any cause, and the office for which 
each such officer is to be then elected. The meeting for each such 
annual election. shall be held immediately after morning ser- ' 
vice. . 

The presiding officer of such meeting shall be the rector thereof, 
if there be one, or if there be none, or he be absent, one of the 
churchwardens elected for the purpose by a majority of the duly 
qualified voters present, or if no churchwarden be present, a vestry- 
man elected in like manner. Such presiding officer shall be the 
judge of the qualifications of the voters; shall receive the votes 
cast; and shall declare the result of the votes cast at such elec- 
tion. The presiding officer of such meeting shall enter the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting in the book of the minutes of the vestry, 
sign his name thereto, and offer the same to as many qualified 
voters present as he shall think fit, to be also signed by them, 

Only men of full age belonging to the parish, who have been 
regular attendants at its worship and contributors to its support 
for at least twelve months prior to such meeting, or since the 
establishment of such parish, shall be qualified voters at any such 
meeting. The action of the meeting upon any matter or question 
shall be decided by a majority of the qualified voters voting thereon. 
The polls of the election shall continue open for one hour, and 
longer, not exceeding six hours, in the discretion of the presiding 
officer, or, if required, by a vote of a majority of the qualified voters 
present and voting. 

The churchwardens and vestrymen shall be elected by ballot 
from persons qualified to vote at such meeting, and no person shall 
be eligible for election as churchwarden unless he be also a com- 
municant in the Protestant Episcopal Church, nor be eligible for 
election as vestryman, unless he shali have been baptized. | 

At each annual election of an incorporated Protestant Episcopal 
parish hereafter incorporated, one churchwarden shall be elected 
to hold office for two years ; and one-third of the total number of 
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the vestrymen of the parish shall be elected to hold office for three 
years. At each annual election of an incorporated Protestant 
Episcopal parish or church, heretofore incorporated, two church- 
wardens and the total number of its vestrymen shall be elected to 
hold office for one year thereafter, unless the terms of office of but 
one churchwarden or of but one-third of its vestrymen shall then 
expire, in which case one churchwarden shall be elected to hold 
office for one year and one-third of the total number of its vestrymen 
shall be elected to hold office for three years. Hach churchwarden 
and, vestryman shall hold office after the expiration of his term 
until his successor shall be chosen. 


§ 34. Changing the number of vestrymen of Protestant 
Episcopal parishes hereafter incorporated.—If the vestry ofa 
Protestant Episcopal parish, hereafter incorporated, shall, by reso- 
lution, recommend that the number of yestrymen of such parish be 
changed to either three, six or nine vestrymen, notice of such 
recommendation shall be included in the notice of the next annua 
meeting of such parish, and be submitted to such meeting. If 
such recommendation be ratitied by such meeting, the presiding 
officer thereof, and at least two qualified voters present thereat, shall 
execute and acknowledge a certificate setting forth such resolution 
of the vestry ; the fact that notice thereof had been given with the 
notice of such annual meeting; that such meeting had ratified the 
same ; and the number of vestrymen so decided on. Such certificate 
shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the county in which the 
original certificate of incorporation is filed and recorded, and such 
change in the number of vestrymen shall take effect at the time of 
the next annual corporate election thereafter. 

If the number of the vestrymen be thereby increased then, in 
addition to the number of vestrymen to be elected at such next 
annual corporate meeting, one-third of such increased number of 
vestrymen shall be elected to hold office for one year thereafter, one- 
third of such increased number shall be elected to hold office for 
two years thereafter, and one-third of such increased number to hold 
office for three years thereafter. 

If the number of vestrymen by such change be reduced, such 
reduction shall not affect the term of office of any vestryman duly 
elected, and at such next annual corporate meeting, and at each 
annual meeting thereafter, one-third of such reduced number of 
vestrymen shall be elected to hold office for three years. 
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$35. Changing date of annual elections, number and 
terms of office of vestrymen, and terms of churchwardens in 
Protestant Episcopal churches heretofore incorporated.—lIf 
the vestry of a Protestant Episcopal parish, heretofore incorporated, 
shall by resolution recommend that the date of the annual election 
of such corporation be changed to a secular day in the week begin- 
ning with the first Sunday in Advent, or that the number of vestry- 
men be changed to three, six or nine, and that the terms of the 
churchwardens be changed so that one warden shall be elected 
annually, notice of such recommendation or recommendations shall 
be included in the notice of the next annual meeting of such parish, 
and be submitted to such meeting. If such recommendation or 
recommendations be ratified by such meeting, the presiding officer 
thereof and at least two qualified voters present thereat, shall exe- 
cute and acknowledge a certificate setting forth such resolution of 
the vestry ; the fact that notice thereof had been given with the 
notice of such annual meeting ; that such meeting had ratified the 
same ; the date determined upon for the annual meeting of the par- 
ish ; the number of vestrymen so decided on ; and the fact that the 
meeting determined to thereafter elect churchwardens, so that the 
term of one warden shall expire annually. 

Such certificate shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the 
- county in which the original certificate of incorporation is filed and 
recorded. If the meeting determined to change the date of the 
annual election, the next annual election of the corporation shall be 
held on the day in the week beginning with the first Sunday in 
Advent, determined on by such meeting, and the terms of the ves- 
trymen and churchwardens which, pursuant to law, would expire at 
the next annual election of such corporation, shall expire, and their 
successors shall be elected on such day. 

If the meeting determine to change the number of vestrymen 
and manner of electing wardens and vestrymen, there shall be 
elected, at the first annual election thereafter, one-third of the num- 
ber of vestrymen so determined on, to hold office for three years ; 
one-third thereof to hold office for two years ; and one-third thereof 
to hold office for one year; and one churchwarden to hold office for 
one year, and one to hold for two years; and thereafter at the 
annual election of such parish there shall be elected one-third of 
the number of vestrymen determined on at such meeting and one 
churchwarden. 
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§ 36. Changing the qualifications of voters and the qualifi- 
cations of wardens and vestrymen.—lIf the vestry of a Protes- 
tant Episcopal parish, heretofore incorporated, shall by resolution 
recommend that the qualifications of voters and the qualifications 
of wardens and vestrymen be changed to conform in both cases to 
the requirements of Section 30 of this statute, notice of such recom- 
mendation or recommendations shali be included in the notice of 
the next annual meeting of such parish, and be submitted to such 
meeting. If such recommendation or recommendations be ratified 
by such meeting the presiding officer thereof and. at least two 
qualified voters present thereat shall execute and acknowledge a 
certificate setting forth such resolution of the vestry, the fact that 
notice thereof had been given with the notice of such annual meet- 
ing, and that such meeting had ratified the same. 

Such certificate shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the 
county in which the original certificate of incorporation is filed and 
recorded. 
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
